SONG OF THE WELL 


N the list of the Israelite encampments in the wilderness, 
[ coumeratea in the Sidra, was one named Beér—a Hebrew 

word me@ning “a well.” The spot was so named because 
of the water-supply it contained, and it was naturally a 
halting place for the desert traveller. When the Israclites 
arrived there, they gave expression to their delight in song. 
The Bible relates: “Then sang Israel this song: Spring 
up, O well, sing ye unto it... .” 

Such excitement over a well mest appear strange to the 
modern city dweller; but that is because we are accustomed 
to turn a tap to obtain the water we need. For that reason, 
it mever enters the mind of most persons who use it that 
the possession of an abundant watler-supply ready to hand 
is an inestimable boon. Familiarity breeds contempt; and 
this is typical of what happens with us in our daily life. 
We are surrounded by blessings without appreciating them. 


When we are in good health, we take it for granted and. 


it does not occur to us that we possess something for which 
we ought to feel thankful. Only if our health breaks 
down do we appreciate what has been lost. Similarly, 
when our meals-are set before us with unfailing regularity 


and we are spared the pangs of hunger, most of us consider 


that there is no cause to express gratitude to God for what 
we have eaten. | 


ANOTHER illustration which now has special force may 

be cited, The home is the place in which we find 
shelter from cold and rain, where we sleep in comfort, 
and are able to enjoy the happiness of the family circle. 
This was such an ordinary experience that very few stopped 
to reflect upon its priceless worth, But to many a young 
man Called to the army, where he lms to endure the 
discomforts of the training-camp or battlefield, it will come 
as a revelation that in the parental home he possessed a 
boon which he had before failed to value aright. Others, 
whose house Ras been damaged by enemy action or family 
life broken for the time being, will also realise how great 
is their loss. 

The lesson we have to learn from this experience is to 
appraise correctly the <ommon things of life which are 
at our disposal. Those men and women are happy and 
contented who have their eyes open and can see the 
goodness and beauty of the ordinary things that surround 
them, without hankering after what is rare and costly. 
Failure to appreciate this truth makes life so much poorer 
than it should be. If we only set our heart on what 
is purchasable at a high price, we feel discontented when 
we lack the means to gratify our wish. But what is worse, 
we refuse to find pleasure in what is available. 

It is essential to take note of and correct this failing, 
because one certain effect of the war is going to be that 
we sh4ll have to live our life in a much poorer world than 
we have hitherto known. Wealth is being destroyed at an 
alarming rate. When the conflict ts ended there will be a 
colossal national debt. For a generation to come assistance 
to the dependants of the fallen, pensions for the disabled, 
and the repair of war damage will be a heavy charge upon 
the exchequer. Taxation will continue at a crushingly high 
level. The consequence must be an adjustment of our 
standard of living to these conditions. There will have 
to be a return to a simpler mode of life. Our expenditure 
upon luxuries must be greatly reduced, because a consider- 
able portion of our income will be appropriated by the 
State. 


WE. should not be dismayed by this prospect. Our happi- 
“Mess may well be increased, rather than decreased, 
in such circumstances. Life, up to the outbreak of the 
war, had been growing too hectic and was displaying 
unhealthy symptoms. The contrast between reckless 
extravagance on the one side and grinding poverty on the 
other was endangering the very fabric of the social order. 
People were by no means happy even when they had plenty 
of money to spend. There was a restlessness, a craving for 
excitement and new pleasures. The attachment to the 
simple joys of home-life was weakening. Home, in fact, 
was fast losing its attraction for both parents and children. 
There will be much gain, and no loss, if people are no 
longer able to indulge their wild fancies, but will have 


to settle down to a quieter scheme of existence. The pace . 


has been growing too hot to continue without serious 
harm to the nerves and the morals of the populace. It is 
all to the good that it must now be slowed down. A 
quieter and slower tempo of living will enable men and 
women to recapture some of those true joys, those real 
constituents of happiness, which were foolishly and reck- 
lessly discarded in the ~~ of expensive pleasures. If 
they are wise, they will discover in the common things 
about them a satisfaction and conteratment which they had 
mever known in the feverish life they had been leading. 

In the Book of Proverbs occurs this beautiful prayer: 
“Give me neither poverty nor riches; feed me with mine 
allotted bread; lest I be full, and deny, and say, “Who 
is the Lord? * or lest I be poor, and steal, and profane 
the name of my God” That.is a characteristicalfy Jewish 
hope. Let it express our own feelings and hopes in the 


- days to come. It will equip us to shoulder with fortitude 


the burdens we shall be called upon to bear. 


LORD MELCHETT’S HOUSE AS NURSES’

THE JEWISH ARMY PROPOSAL 
Negotiations Reported Reopened 


Negotiations With the British Government for the forma- 
tion of a Jewish Army have been reopened, it is announced 
by the Zionist Emergency Committee in New York, and 
“definite progress” has been made towards arming the 
Jews of Palestine. 

The number of Jewish supernumeraries in Palestine is 
stated to have been doubled, and they now total almost 


NORTH-EAST REGIONAL CONFERENCE 
Demand for Provincial Commissions and Offices 


A conference of N.E. Zionists was held at the Royal Turks 
Head Hotel, Newcastle-on-Tyne, last week, and also a public 
mecting at the Royal Station Hotel. 

Mr George Cowan presided at the organisational session of 
the conference. The speakers were Messrs. T. Kollek, of 
Palestine, and “Maurice Pearlman, of London. The Chairman 
read telegrams of greeting from the Lord Mayor of Newcasile, 
Professor S. Beodetsky, and Mr. Alfred Denville, M.P 

Mr. Kolleck stressed the necd for unlimited immigration into 
Palestine. He also advocated the estal!ishing of more Habonim 
and other-hostels for evacuated children. 

Mr. Pearlman, in his speech, suggested, among other things, 
the establishment of Regional Zionist Commissions. 

Alderman Cohen (Sunderland) expressed surprise that no 
official of the London organisation was present. He supported 
“ Regionalisation "' as suggested by Mr. Pearlman, and urged 
that a paid official be sent to cach area. 


Mr. C. Gillis (Sunderland) suggested that an office for contact 
be established, which would embrace all Zionist activities and 
problems. 

Among resolutions that were passed was one in which the 
conference resolved that immediate provision be made for the 
setting up of a Regiong!l Zionist Commission, representing all 
North-East Jewish Communities, and that the question of a 
permanent Zionist office in Newcastle be considered by the pro- 
posed Commission and by London executives of the Zionist 
Federation. 

The conference pledged themsclves to give every active 
assistance to the Jewish National Fund Palestine Victory 
Campaign, and decided to take steps forthwith to implement 
this pledge. 

It was suggested that the Jewish National Fund and the 
Zionist Federation should co-ordinate more glosely, to avoid 
overlapping of- Zionist activities, and it was further suggested 
for consideration by the London offices that there be more 
political contacts between the provinces and London, more 
frequent visits of leaders of political Zionism to the provinces, 
and close examination of the question of permanent Zionist 
offices in key centres. 

It was decided to call together representatives of each society 
in order to discuss the proposed Regional Commission. 

The political session was held in the afternoon, when Mr. 
Kolick again spoke. Mr. A. L. Easterman also gave an address 
and said that Palestine was now in the “ Pool of High Policies,” 
being a small part of the foreign upheaval—a situation which for 
them was very serious. He suggested that a campaign be 
organised throughout the country for a Jewish Army. 
nina strongly supported by the Rev. M. Landau (South 
Shields). 

At the public meeting the three chicf speakers at the con- 
ference again gave addresses. Mr. Easterman appealed to 
Jewry in this critical period to endeavour to create mass 
support for Zionist leaders so that they could approach the 
British Government with a complete mandate, as this was our 
last chance of establishing a National Home in the real sense 
of the term. The Jewish people must prefiare now for what 
would come after the peace if they were to participate auto- 
matically in it. 
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“ PALESTINE BETWEEN TWO 
WARS ” 


Mr. Harry Sacher’s Warning 


THE ARAB DISLIKE. 


Mr. Harry Sacher gave the first of the series of lunch- 
hour lectures on “ Palestine,” which have been organised 
by the Zionist Federation of Great Britain and Ireland, at 
Friends House, Euston Road, on Wednesday of last week. 

Mrs. Blanche Dugdale presided. 

Mr. Sacher, whose subject was “ Palestine Between Two 
Wars,” directed attention to two dates—November, 1917, and 
June, 1941. In November, 1917, the British Government issued 
the Balfour Declaration, of which he read the substance. 

In June, 1941, Mr. Eden made a speech about the situation 
in the Near East, and, apart from what was positive in that 
speech, the most notable feature of it was the negative one. 
For there was not one gngle mention throughout the whole 
of it of the Jewish National Home or of the Jews in relation 
to Palestine. He proposed to take as his theme the difference 
between those two statements, and to try to explain the scries 
of events and causes which might possibly account for that 
difference. He did not doubt that it was a calculation on Mr. 
Eden's part that made him silent just as it was a calculation 
on Mr. Lloyd George's part in 1917 that made him cloquent. 
He did not belicve, said Mr. Sacher, that all the people who 
were responsible for the Balfour Declaration, and Mr. Lloyd 
George himself, took a purely cynical view of the situation. 
He believed there were much wider and larger considerations 
in their minds and that they did take a big historic sweep 
of the events with which they were dealing. 

Now, it was quite obvious that if one looked at the mere 
cynical view of the matter, the advantages of making any offer 
to the Jews were much less to-day than they were in November, 
1917. In November, 1917, the military situation was about as 
disastrous as it was to-day, but no worse. But since November, 
1917, there had been an ecnormous weakening of the whole 
position of the Jews throughout the world. Almost the whole 
of European Jewry on the Continent. had been for practical 
purposes cither annihilated or enslaved. So far as the rest 
of the world was concerned, one undoubted fact of the 
Nazi propaganda had been to make the position of the Jews 
infinitely worse than it was in November, 1917, even among 
the Communities which did not profess to accept the Hitler 
philosophy and which were now engaged cither directly or 
indirectly in opposing Hither. There was another considera 
tion—that everybody knew that no matter what this country 
or any other country might declare or not declare in regard 
to Palestine or the Jews, the Jews might be counted upon to 
fight to the last man agaist Hitler. 


The Other Side of the Proposition 


. Then they had the other side of the proposition—-that where 
there was some apprehension that some element might retyse 
assistance or perhaps stab you in the back it was worth making 
some offer and even sacrifice in the hope of avoiding that kind 
of disaster, and he magined both those propositions entered 
into the reckoning of Mr Eden when he delivered his speech. 

Mr. Sacher showed how there could be no dispute about 
the fact that the occasion and opportunity given by the Balfour 
Declaration were seized and utilised to the full by the Jewish 
people. Durit® that period of 20 years nothing superior had 
been created by any community in the world to what had been 
created by the Jewish Community in Palestine. That small 
Jewish Community .of half a million was one of the most 
promising elements in the future of mankind. 

After detailing the series of measures which were intended 
and in some measure succeeded in restrict} and crippling 
the development of the Jewish National Home, and referring 
to the anti-Semiticeattitude of the. then British officials in 
Palestine towards the policy of the Balfour Declaration, he 
said that so far as the economic progress of the country was 
concerned, it was practically entircly due to Jewish eflort and 
it had been of eonsiderable benefit not only to the Jews, but 
also to the Arabs. He thoyght it was true to say tat it was 
really a nice question as to whether the Arabs in Palestine 
dishiked the Jewish National Home more than they did the 
British Empire Ihe speaker referred to the revolt of Rashid 
Ali in lrag, and to ‘the fact that at this moment, after nearly 
two years, and with war across their frontiers the Egyptians 
were still not at war with enher Italy or Germany, while 
was quite well known that when on more than one Occasion 
the British had made certain specific demands upon the 
Egyptians those demands had very politely been refused. There 
was no trace, therefore in all that of any particular enthusiasm 
for the British Empire or its cause, and he thought there 
was no doubt whatsoever that the feeling. of the Arabs in 
Palestine was very much like the feeling of the Arabs else- 
where. They disliked the Jewish National Home-—but they 
also found the Jewish National Home very convenient as a 
cover under which to move when they wanied to deal with 
the British Administrauion, which they also disliked. 

Unless, declared Mr. Sacher, they came back to something 
like the sweep and the method. which inspired the. Balfour 
Declaration, he really doubted whether they would have cither 
the intellectual of the imaginative quality to win the war. and he 
was quite certain they would not have the spiritual quality to 
make the peace. 7 


VICTORY CAMPAIGN PROGRESSES 


At the Palestine Victory Campaign luncheon to be held next 
Tuesday at Grosvenor House, no appeal for funds will 
made. A feature at the luncheon will be the attendance of 
contingents of Jews representing Continental countries, many 
of them soldiers of Allied armies who will be present in 
uniiorm. These groups have been organised by the Continental 
Department of the J.N.F 

In Manchester the campaign opens officially with a public 
meeting on July 20. A committee has been formed in Ayles- 
bury to further the campaign. In_ Bedford, after a meeting 
last Sunday addressed by Mr. Aaron Wright, a “ quota” of 
£500 was decided on as the aim for the district. 

The Farm City Scheme has gained more participants, and 
the number of those taking up plots has now risen to 167. 

On Tuesday a meeting was held in London of Jewish 
members of the grocery trade, under the Chairmanship of Mr. 
Albert Van den Bergh, and a drive for the campaign is being 
undertaken in the trade. 

Further messages of encouragement received include one from 
Mr. Ussishkin, in Jerusalem, and one from Rabbi Dr.: Stephen 
Wise, in New York. 

he total raised to date in the campaign announced by 
the J.N.F. last week, £54,700, is stated now by the Fund to have 
been given in error. It should have read £45,700, but this figure 
has now risen to £49,265.

Official Attitude of the Z.O. 


CLAIM THAT WAY HAS BEEN MADE 
LASY FOR N.Z.O. 


From Mr. J. LINTON 
(Secretary, The Zionist Oreanisation) 


To the Editor of Tue Jewisu CHRronicie 


Sik,--In an editorial note, under the heading “ Zionists 
Unite! in your tissue of June 27, you state, evidently of the 
Zionist Organisation, that it * will not tolerate opposition within 
its ranks, or the independent recourse of such a body to Govern- 
ment Departments.” 

he history of the Zionist Movement hardly bears out the 
first part of this assertion. The Revisionists were not the only 
party who had been, at certain times, in opposition inside the 
Zionist Organisation. The Labour Party, General Zionists “ B.” 
and the Mizrachi have all at diflerent times been in opposition, 
but they have remained within the Organisation, and have made 
no attempt to split it by secession or by advocating the creation 
of new bodies.

Mfr. Ben Gurion and Mr. Jabotinsky had before that signed 
an agreement: this agreement was repudiated by the ZO. In 
this country. too, a similar unity attempt was made in the last 
few months. but here again failure was repeated 

Much as € appreciate Mr. Berl Locker for other qualities, he 
is hardly the best man to conduct peace negotiations. He 
certainly has no reputation as a peace-maker. In 1935, at the 
i9th Zionist Congress in Lucerne, the General Zionist leaders 
reproached him on the ground that he had contributed to 
separating the Revisionists from the 27.0 And he was also 
blamed for the general Zionist split at the Cracow Conference 
(See Congress Report. pages 423-424.) 

Mr. Berl Locker recently spoke of “ Jewish Unity.” If he 
really wants Jewish unity. surely he should first help to bring 
about Zionist unity.

PALESTINE AS EUROPE'S GRANARY—Cont. from p.| 


In the Low Countries, Denmark. Holland. and Belgium, we 
lorecast a decrease of 33 per cent. in dairy production by the 
end of 1942. Between 1914 and 1919 the decrease was only 
14 per cent. Large stocks of food and feeding stuffs will have 
been removed from the Balkan countries. A decline of not less 
than 17 per cent. is expected in the total number of fowls in 
-urope, while in Denmark. Holland, and Belgium, the number 
ot towls ts likely to be more than halved. It 1s, therefore, casy 
to see that the post-war food situation in Europe will be 
serious. 

“ Strangely enough, precisely the opposite process ts now 
taking place in Palestine. The conditions of war have turned 
Palestine from an almost wholly food importing country into a 
food producer. This ts reflected by the news that the British 
and Free French advance into Syria received food supplies from 
Jerusalem to provide for the advancing armies. Over and above 
that, all the great Allied forces based on Palestine have been 
supplied with their perishable food supplies from the soil of 
Fretz Yisrael and a very large part of int has been grown on 
Jewish soil and produced by Jewish hands. In supplying 
veectables and dairy produce to the British and Allied Armed 
Forces the lands of the Jewish National Fund have performed 
a vital national war service 

“ This has been made possible, first, because the Yishuv 
realised that. cut off from importing sources, had to provide 
its own food, and secondly, because of the Yishuv's determina- 
tion to ‘dig tor victory. 

* Palestine as a whole normally consumed about 200,000 tons 
of wheat, of which the Jewish population alone consumed about 
65.000 tons. Yet Jewish production before the war was only 
12.000 tons All Jewish agriculturists are now making 


strenuous eflorts to increase wheat production, and new land 
is being utilised for this purpose 

* Forty-four per cent. of Palestine wheat ts now home grown. 

“ To-day Palestine produces 98 per cent. of her vegetables, 
and 92 per cent. of her milk. Potato growing, almost unknown 
in Palestine before the war, is being rapidly extended. The 
country is now nearly ready to be independent of imported 
potatoes 

* Eretz Yisracl now supplies 80 per cent. of its own total cag 
requirements. The Yishuv is doing quite a remarkable thing 
in developing a Palestine fishing mdustry, stimulated by the 
growth of Jewish villages on Jewish National Pund land on or 
near the coast. Palestine fish will soon be an important and 
thriving source of food supply 

“ Should war conditions not adversely affect this process of 
developing food production, while Europe's food production 
declines in the immediate future, Palestine’s should merease. 
the process continues a stage will be reached where Palestine 
will be able to export food to Europe 

* But to enable Palestine to do this there ts one pre-requisite 
—more and more land under Jewish cultivation. Helping the 
Jewish National Fund ts not only a means of acquiring new 
land in Palestine. Ht has now become essential as a service to 
those starving peoples of devastated Europe who survive the 
holocaust of Nazi devilry and will be without food 

“ The Palestine Victory Campaign of the J.N.F. ts, therefore, 
a great crusade on behalf of war-scarred Europe as much as a 
vital clement in the progress of the Jewish National Home. No 
Jew can be indifferent to this tremendous purpose. A contribu. 
tion to the provision of new land in Palestine means an 
assurance of the destiny of the Jewish people. tt means food 

and food means life for Palestine and beyond.”

THE HEBREW UNIVERSITY 
A Year of Unabated Development 


(From our Correspondent, JerusaLem [Delayed)) 


When the graduates of the Hebrew University held their 
annual reunion here recently, it was reported that of the 238 men 
and women who had received its degrees, 80 were now teachers 
and 33 engaged in scientific work. Among their number were 
a Rabbi and a policeman. 

This year’s anniversary, the 16th, of the opening of the 
University by the late Earl of Balfour coincided with a period 
of unabated development. Not only had development not been 
impeded by the war, but there was considerable expansion, 
including the completion of three new buildings—the Rosen- 
bloom Memorial Building, housing the Institute of Jewish 
Studies and the School of Oriental Studies; the Museum of 
Jewish Antiquities; and a sports gymnasium, the first unit of 
the projected Sports Centre. In addition, a new wing was pro- 
vided for the Jewish National and University Library. 

A laboratory building for the new College of Agriculture 
(Aaron Aaronsohn House) was completed at Rehobot recently. 
The Cancer Research Laboratories, now established in well- 
equipped quarters in the Medical School on Mount Scopus, have 
added a Chemistry Department to their departments ol 
Radiology and Experimental Pathology. 

Among war-time activities have been the studies made in the 
Laboratory of Physiology, which is. concerned with brain 
metabolis: 1 and allied subjects, of the possibilities of producing 
vitamins and hormones, chiefly from local materials, and some 
preparations developed are already being manutactured on a 
commercial scale The Soil Science Laboratory, under Dr. A. 
Reifenberge, has devised a method whereby shredded oranges 
dried in the sun make excellent cattle-feed that can be stored 
indefinitely 

British. Australian, and Polish Army physicians have been 
enabled to attend courses at the University im endemic diseases, 
camp sanitation, and war surecry. Supplies of serum for typhoid 
and other diseases have been furnished by the Department of 
Bacteriology and Hygiene

RUSSIA FIGHTS RADIO LIES 


Leaflets on Warsaw Ghetto 
“WE WILL -LIBERATE YOU ” 


The Nazi calls t® the Russians and Ukrainians to rise 
against their “Jewish rulers” have fallen on deaf ears. On 
the other hand, M. Molotov's appeal to all Russian citizens 
to defend their Fatherland has found an echo in every home 
in Russia, and Russians and Ukrainians alike are unanimous 
that they do not want*a Nazi regime. 

What Hitler apparently forgot when he launched his anti- 
Jewish appeals to the people in Russia is that anti-Semitic 
propaganda has no efiect on Russians now, for anti-Semitism 
and all racial incitement was banned long ago by the Sovict 
Government. For the last jwenty years, anti-Jewish propa- 
ganda and Nazi racial theories have held in. contempt by 
the Russians. 

The Russian radio has been broadcasting effective replies to 
Hitler's anti-Jewish tirades, enumerating al! the services 
rendered to Germany by Jews in the past and picturing the 
horrors experienced by the Jews under the Nazi regime, which 
the Sovict spokesmen condemned in the strongest language. 

Russian acroplanes which raided Warsaw and Lublin are 
stated to have dropped Yiddish leaflets on the ghettoes, 
promising the Jews that the Russian Army would soon liberate 
them and break the ghetto walls erected by the Nazis. 


“ Aryanism” Exposed 


An exhibition disproving the Nazis’ “ Aryan” theory is to 
be opened at the Moscow Anthropological Muscum. 

Professor Gulak, a famous Sovict scientist, in making this 
announcement, said: “ The Germans claim that they are a 
blue-cyed and fair-haired race. Such a race has never lived, 
and is not now living, on German territory.” 


PRAYERS IN SOVIET SYNAGOGUES 


Last Saturday, says an official Moscow report, the Synagogues 
in Moscow, Leningrad, Kieff, Odessa, Minsk, Mohilefl, Zhitomir, 
and other places were crowded with Jews, who recited prayers 
for the victory of Russia against the Nazis. In Kielf and other 
towns which had been bombed by the Nazis there were prayers 
for the Jews who had been killed.

HORRORS OF THE WARSAW 
GHETTO 


A Soviet Denunciation 


A Soviet attack on the savage Nazi persecution of the 
Jews of Warsaw is published in Pravpa, in the form of a 
letter which was written from Warsaw by Professor 
Grushevsky, the well-known Soviet Ukrainian historian. 

All the sufferings of the Poles pale before those of the Jews, 
says the Professor, “It makes one shudder to be near those 
parts ef Warsaw where the ghetto is situated. Last year brick 
walls were built across some streets and were topped with 
broken glass. A whole district was thus isolated, consisting of 
a few streets of semi-ruined houses. In December, 1940, an 
order was issued that all Jews, or those who had a Jewish 
——" or grandmother. were to move into this district. 
Juring this removal Jewish families were robbed of every- 
thing; they were not even allowed to take a pillow with them. 
Thus stripped. they were driven into the cold. Now, in a few 
= streets, nearly 600,000 Jews are herded in miscrable 
shacks. - 


" Jews Die in the Streets 


“ The Germans are preventing provisions from reaching the 
Jews,” Professor Grush-vsky goes on. “ Bread is issued once a 
fortnight, in infinitesimal quantities. The people are starving, 
and live in appalling poverty without water or sanitation. There 
is no soap or underwear; barbers will not cut the hair of 
Jews. The Jews, en masse, look appalling; dirty, starving, and 
half-crazed with misery The death-rate is very high; they 
die from under-nourishment, in the streets and in the doorways 
of houses. 

“ The chief prison of the Gestapo is in this quarter. 
Prisoners are brought here, and German armed police leap out 
of the lorries on the way and beat the passers-by. After such 
a lorry has passed there are always a few bodies lying in 
the streets, including those of children. It is impossible to 
describe the mental state of these tattered, starving, tortured 
people. There are no schools in the ghetto, and no means of 
paying a teacher. Thus a generation of inferior beings is 
growing up in conditions such as cannot fail to demoralise 
the young. 

‘Jewish children under twelve need not wear distinctive 
armbands,” Professor Grushevsky continues. “* They are there- 
fore always trving to sneak into the Polish quarter to get some 
potatoes. Before the gates of the ghetto crowds of ragged 
children collect, carrying a few potatoes, waiting for the 
attention of the German guards to be distracted so that they 
may slip back into the ghetto. But in the majority of cases 
the police beat the children with rubber truncheons, confiscate 
the potatoes, and then themselves sell them in the ghetto at an 
exorbitant price.”

THE FALL OF RIGA 
Jews Escaped from Captured Towns 


Riga (the capital of Latvia), is stated to be in Nazi hands, 
This city, as well as Libau and Tallinn (the capital of Estonia), 
all of which are said to have been bombed, have considerable 
Jewish populations. There are about 40,000 Jews in Riga, 
10,000 in Libau, and some 4,000 in Talinn. Savage street 
fighting is reported to have taken place in Riga. 

The Nazi Press reports that German troops have found very 
few Jews in the towns evacuated by the Soviet troops in Soviet 
Poland, and suggests that most of the Jewish inhabitants left 

ether with the Red Army, so as not to fall into Nazi hands. 

wow (Lemberg), which the Germans claim to have captured, 
has a Jewish population of over 75,000, or more than a quarter 
of the total population. The history of the Jews of Lwow dates 
back to the foundation of the city in the middle of the 13th 
century. The city is well provided with Jewish institutions. It 
has 12 Synagogues, a hospital, a number of schools, and several 
Yeshivot. 

The Italian radio reports that during Soviet air attacks on 
Warsaw bombs fell on the ghetto, causing many casualties. — 

All forced labour camps for Jews in the Warsaw district 
have been closed down and Jews employed in them sent back 
to their homes. 

The chief of the district has prohibited Jews from residing 
in the sub-districts of Grojec, Lowicz, and other places west 
of the Vistula. Any contravention of this order will be severely 
punished. 


NAZIS’ SPY-MANIA 
500 Rumanian Jews Murdered 


The sudden attack launched by Hitler's hordes on Russia 
has also been the signal for the opening of a most violent 
campaign against the Jews throughout the Third Reich and 
the German-occupied countries. The campaign reached 
its peak in Rumania, where 500 Jews were murdered in 
a single town. 

Without delay the Gestapo began to raid Jewish homes in 
the Third Reich, searching for evidence of alleged Jewish 
co-operation with Soviet Russia. Himmler’s agents also raided 
the offices of the Jewish communal boards in Berlin, Vienna, 
and Prague. Jewish leaders were told that they would be held 
responsible for any Jewish attempts to help Russia and Britam 
against Germany, 

The Gestapo authorities were particularly anxious to discover 
traces of the organisations running the secret anti-Nazi radios 
in the Third Reich and in the German-occupied territories, 
which have become very active since the German invasion of 
Russia. But their raids on Jewish homes and offices have 
brought them no satisfaction. Nevertheless, the Gestapo has 
arrested a large number of Jews on charges of pro-Communist 
activity. 

Goebbels is also organising anti-Jewish and anti-Communist 
exhibitions, to open shortly in Berlin, Munich, Leipzig, Dresden, 
Nuremberg, and other cities. The entire German Press and 
radio stations have also been mobilised by Goebbels for the 
purpose of the new anti-Jewish crusade. | 

By order of the German Government, Nazi officials have 
assumed control of the public security departments in Rumania, 
Bulgaria, Slovakia, and Hungary. One of their tasks ts to 
ensure that no Jews possess wireless sets, drive motor vehicles, 
Or appear in the streets between sunset and sunrise. 


The Jassy Massacre 


Panic-stricken following the dropping of Russian para- 
chutists behind their lines, the Rumanian Government started a 
man-hunt against the Jews, alleging that the parachutists’ object 
was to contact “ Jewish Communists ” in order to organise acts 
of aggression. Five hundred “ Jewish Communists,” says an 
official communiqué, were shot at Jassy for having fired on 
German and Rumanian soldiers. Ihe Rumanian Govern- 
ment has meanwhile ordered the expulsion of all Jews 
from the war zone in the province of Moldavia, claiming 
that they are pro-Russian and pro-British, and that they have 
been signalling at night to Russian aircraft. A warning issued 
by the Government states that any Jew found in possession of 
a wireless sct or driving a motor vehicle will be liable to the 
death penalty. 

According to a Dairy TELEGRAPH AND NTorNING Post report 
1,000 Jews, as well as other fiationals, are being tortured in 
internment camps by the Rumanian police authorities, super- 
vised by the Gestapo. Jews, Greeks, and others not considered 
racially pure Rumanians are being driven from Jassy and 
Botosani, near the Bessarabian frontier, Galatz, Braila, Giurgio, 
and Sulina. Most are being sent to concentration camps. The 
intensity of the spy and parachutist mania is reflected in a 
special decree, which states: “ Those failing to denounce at 
once elements disturbing law and order will be shot with all 
their family.” Rumanian military courts are working at top 
speed, sometimes presided over by almost illiterate officers of the 
new regime. No evidence in the proper sense of the word is 
sifted or sought. Informers are revelling in avenging private 
hatreds. 

. In occupied France even old Jews and Jewesses have been 
arrested on charges of pro-Russian activities. In Marseilles 
about 200 Jews were arrested, and in Lyons over 100. 

The puppet Government of Siovakia has ordered the expulsion 
of all Jews from the Slovak-Russian frontier zone. on the 
pretext that they could not be trusted to refrain from aiding the 

ussians, 

The Hungarian Government has also removed Jews from a 
number of places on the frontier on the ground that they 
constitute an unreliable element likely to assist the Russians. 
A number of Synagogues and private Jewish houses have been 
seized in Hungary for conversion into military hospitals. 

As a result of repeated Greek demonstrations against the 
Axis Powers, the occurrence of which the Nazis attribute to 
Jewish propaganda, the Jewish Community of Salonika has 
been ordered to pay a fine of 1,000,000 drachmas. All Jews 
vay ae been forbidden to appear in the streets from 7 p.m.

NAZIS MOBILISE JEWISH DOCTORS 


Owing to the large numbers of wounded German officers 
and men already arriving back from the Russian front, the 
German Government has ordered the mobilisation of Jewish 
doctors and nurses in the Third Reich to assist in the care of 
the wounded: Similar mobilisation orders have been issued 
in Hungary, Rumania, and Slovakia. The enrolled doctors 
and nurses are to wear special armiets to make it known that 
they are doing work of national importance.

His brother, 
Yulii Kaganovich is. the only Jew in the Presidium of the 
Supreme Soviet of the USSR. He is one of 31 members. 
Neither in the Supreme Soviet Court nor in the Judicial 
Collegium are there any Jews. 
Ihe only Jew who plays a considerable part in Soviet forcien 
licy is Solomon Lozovsky, Deputy People’s Commissar for 
oreign Afiairs. He was one of the two Vice-Ministers. to 
Molotov, the Forcign Commissar. During the Russo-German

U.S.A.’s DOORS “NOT CLOSED” 
Britain and Immigration Ban 


The doors to European immigration to the United States, 
following the recent bar on the entry of refugees with 
close relatives in occupied Europe,.are not deing closed 
but only more closely watched, according to the New York 
. Times, “Action with regard to visas will be expedited,” 
it says, “ and about as many immigrants will be admitted as 
was possible under the old system.” 

It is reported in London that the British Government has 
approached Washington, through the usual diplomatic channels, 
for an clucidation of the terms of the new, regulations. It is 
understood that the British Government takes great interest 
in this matter, since it may affect thousands of refugees who 
were admitted to Britain only temporarily, to await their turn 
for re-emigration to the United States. 

The United States Consulate in Lisbon states that the issue 
of visas is still proceeding,. but in limited numbers, since no 
clarification of the regulations has yet been received. Telegrams 
from Italy disclosed the fact that United States Consulates 
there were to stop issuing visas and it is believed here that 
a similar situation exists in Germany and the occupied countries. 
Unless the Legations are authorised to assume Consular 
functions and to issue visas, no visas at all will be issued 
after July 15. by which date all United States Consulates are 
being closed down by order of the Nazi Government. ; 

Leaders of refugee organisations express the opinion that if 
Washington proceeds with the new limitation requiring prior 
approval by the State Department before the grant of a visa, 
then the further ssibility of rescuing the European relatives 
of American residents will be virtually reduced to zero, It is 
hoped that Washington will at the first opportunity clarify the 
requirements that applicants will have to meet in proving ‘that 
they leave no close relatives in Axis territory, thus enablin 
those for whom visas have been accorded but not yet issu 
to obtain them. At present they are helpless, since no procedure 
has been established whereby they may comply with these 
requirements. 


Mr. Harold S. Shapero, a 21-year-old composer, of Newton, 
Massachusetts, has been selected as winner of the $1,000 Prix de 
Rome for 1941.

THE END OF LUXEMBOURG JEWRY: 
Nazi Notice to Quit 


The remnant of the Jews of Luxembourg have been told, 
as an “ alien element,” that all but about 300 of them, who are 
classified as aged or infirm, must emigrate. Of Luxembourg’s 
pre-war Jewis Y amass of about 4,500, over 3,500 have 
already emigrated. 

Most of the aged and infirm live in homes established by 
the Jewish Community They will be permitted to remain m 
Luxembourg until they dic, but may be segregated in a special 

uarter. 
3 Those others who have the possibilty of emigrating will 
be permitted to remain until they can go. The rest, unless they 
find a country to which to go, will probably be sent to the 
Lublin Reservation in Poland. Meanwhile, all able-bodied 
Jews have been employed in forced labour projects. Every 
morning, at 6 a.m., trucks pick them up and transport them 
to Naumeg, on the frontier where they work in the quarries, 
breaking stone for road-building and other construction work. 

The oon Synagogue has been closed “in the interests of 
— security,"’ it is stated, and is shortly to be pulled down. 

ts closure followed a raid on it by a gang of Nazis during a 
recent Friday night service. The raiders, brandishing revolvers, 
interrupted the services and manhandled the Chief Rabbi, Dr. 
Robert Serebrenik, and numerous worshippers. Subsequently, 
the Rabbi was held in custody, and was forced to - = a 
statement agreeing to the closing of the Synagogue. Chief Rabbi 
Serebrenik was later able to leave for the United States. 


ALLIED FORCES IN SYRIA 
In the Steps of King Solomon 


Allied Forces entering Damascus last week found the once 
wealthy and influential local Jewish Community, at one time 
numbering 15,000, reduced to only 5,000, the majority of them 
small merchants trading with the surrounding Arab villages. 

The Community is headed by the recently appointed M. Elias 
Mizrachi and a local Beth Din composed of two “ Chachamim.” 
There are two schools and Talmud Torahs, supported by the 
Alliance I[sraélite. 

Until the recent abolition of the Syrian Parliament by Yich 
the Community was represented in Parliament by Mr. Josegh 
Laniado, They also had local representation by a Municipal 
Councillor. 
_ The decline of the Damascus Community has been going on 
since the beginning of the century. Thousands of Jews tove 
emigrated to the United States, the Lebanon, and Palestine, 
where many young Syrian Jews joined the kibbutzim. 

Palmyra, which has been encircled by the Allied Forces, 
is the ancient city of Tadmor, said to have been founded by 
King Solomon. Later the city was lost, and the ruling powers 
of the city became very unpopular with the Jews. Rabbi 
Jochanan said: “ Happy will be he who shall see the downfall 
of Tadmor.” 

In the 12th centugy more than 2,000 Jewish families lived in 
~ pgs of Palmyra. The city now contains only one Jewish 
amily. 

The capture of Beirut, which appears to be imminent, would 
release from the yoke of the Vichy Government one of the 
best organised Jewish Communities in Syria. It numbers 6,000 
members, and its Chief Rabbi is Dr. Shabbetai Bachbut, who 
was born in Jerusalem. The majority of the Jews are engaged 
in trade or im various crafts, the most important of which is 
the gianufacture of gold and silver ornaments.

There are two schools, one, with 1,200 pupils, conducted by 
the Alliance Israélite, and the other, with 400 pupils, by the 
Communi There are a number of charitable institutions, 4 
B'nai B'rith Lodge, and a Maccabi sports organisation. 

The Jews have a daily paper, published in Arabic under the 
title of Ex Atam et Israets (“ The Jewish World ™), which 
circulates throughout Syria, Iraq, and Turkey. The majority of 
the Jewish population speak Arabic, but French is the medium 
used by the intelligentsia. Many also have a good command 
of Hebrew. 

Despite the city’s proximity to Palestine, the local Zionist 
movement in weak, as a result of centuries of assimilation. 
Community is being constantly reinforced in numbers by steady 

immigration from Damascus and Aleppo. 


MORE SUPPORT FOR POLISH JEWISH 
RIGHTS 


Addressing the Polish Nationa! Council last weck M. 
Kwiatkowski, speaking on behalf of the Polish Work 
Party (which was headed by the late M. Paderewski, and 
created out of the fusion of the Christian Democratic 
Party and the National Workers’ Party), declared “ The 
Work Party champion democratic principles of govern- 
ment. It wunmreservedly supports all previous declarations 
of the Government in that respect, and in particular the declara- 
tion on the question of Poiish Jews made by M. Stanczyk on 
behalf of the "Government on November 3, 1940,. as well as 
the latest resolution of the Cabinet. The Work Party will 
support the realisation of these principles both here and in 
the future Poland.”

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THE PRICE OF DANE-GELD 


IN a lucid, frank, and courageous address last week, 
Mr. Harry SACHER sketched the political history of 
Palestine and the National Home between the two 
wars. The frankness of Mr. Sacner’s address was not 
its least commendable feature. Truly it is no act of 
real friendship for the Allied Cause to hide away 
doubts and disappointments which are liable to rankle 
in the hearts of friends. Nor is any disservice rendered 
to that cause by keeping ever to the front the principles 
which inspire it and which, in the long run, are the 
surest guarantee of its eventual triumph. 

Taking the purely cynical view of the matter, Mr. 
Sacner found one reason for the difference between 
the situation in 1917 and in 1941 in the fact that since 
the earlier date there had been an enormous weakening 
of the Jewish position throughout the world. More- 
over, everybody knew that, whatever happened in 
regard to Palestine or the Jews, the Jews could Qe relied 
upon to fight to the last man against Hitler. On the 
other hand, there was the fear of active or even only 
passive hostility from Arab quarters, and the feeling 
that prudence demanded an aceommodating attitude 
towards the potentially unfriendly element. All these 
considerations, the speaker held, were factors in pro- 
ducing the transformation he was dealing with. The 
Jews were in any case friends. The other party, 
though its ultimate interests were no less definitely 
bound up with an Allied victory, had a demonstrated 
nuisance value. Hence the offer of Arab Federation 
and Syrian independence. Hence, Mr. Eden's eloquent 
diplomatic silence about the Jews. 

It must be recognised that there is at least some fac- 
tual justification for this line of behaviour. Never, and 
nowhere, have Jews sought to extort specific advantages 
from Britain. The Balfour Declaration was given to 
Jews unasked for—-though none the less appreciated. 
In Britain’s present war emergency never have the Jews 
for one moment attempted to bargain or to cash in 
on any proportionately enhanced importance of, their 
friendship. At the outset of the struggle they declared 
their total solidarity with Britain. Again and again 
they have placed at her disposal their lives and their 
all, unconditionally, without terms. In that attitude 
they have never weakened, and from it they have never 
budged. Can the same be said of the politically active 
Arabs, and not only in Iraq where the ex-Mufti 
and his gangster crew have long enjoyed honour and 
hospitality? Can it be said even of the Government 
of Egypt, as Mr. Sacner reminded us? 

lo refer to these facts, however unpleasant they may 
be, ig,unquestionably in the general interests, for it is 
important for.Britain’s sake that they should be fully 
and widely understood and appreciated. The policy 
of yielding to menaces real or deduced was one of the 
ghastly errors which contributed to the present world 
disaster. The fact that it was pursued with a genuine 
desiré to appease made no difference. In Palestine 
matters the attempt—always hopeless—-to placate the 
violent Arab extremists built up the authority of the 
Mufti, who, after being openly denounced in Parlia- 
ment by a Minister in scathing terms, was permitted to 
flee over the border, there to stir up the anti-British 
strife in Iraq. While Jews in Palestine pursued the ways 
of civilised conduct, abstained from violence, obeyed 
the law, and trusted implicitly in British justice and the 
righteousness of their cause to persuade the British 
Government, the reward of this abstention from jungle 
methods was the repeated whittling down and finally 
the abrogation of the Balfour Declaration in response to 
violence, It was because of the successes which vio- 
lence and bloody force had always been granted im Pales- 
tine that certain Arabs in Iraq schemed and plotted, and 
finally rose im arnfs against the British Empire for 
which they have the mixed hatred and contempt which 
devotees of violence feel for those whose will and power 
they doubt. It was in this way that the Palestine problem 
contributed to the Iraq rebellion, and not because of 
any serjous hatred for the Jewish National Home. This 
Dane-geld policy of buying off opposition was doubly 
doomed to failure. For many of those to whom British 
promises dre now made must silently recall the fate 
of the Balfour Declaration, and ask whether they will 
fare any better than the Jews. 

_ Over and beyond all this, however, are the command- 
ing and vital considerations which form the essence, 
the meaning, the basic issue of this whole terrible 
Struggle... Why are we fighting, why is the flower of 

Allied manhood being sacrificed, if not to establish 

irrevocably the principle that not force, but right. and 

reason and good faith shall have dominance in human 
affairs? If that high purpose is not achieved the Allies 
can only lose the peace. Honour and harmony between 
nations will continue to wither. New men with a load

of mischief will assuredly come to prey successfully 
upon political distrust and fear. New suspicions will be 
generated. In due course another disaster will complete 
the ruin of all the hopes we have cherished in these 
agonising years of war. 

Any policy of yielding to violence in any sphere—yes, 
even when it is ranged behind a good case—spells utter 
damnation. All decent Arabs, with whom it is the 
earnest desire of Jews to work out their salvation in 
harmohious collaboration, recognise that there is 
greater blessedness in a free and peaceful world ruled 
by ethical principles and the law of peaceful negotiation 
than in any of the illusory rewards of force-politics. 


JEWISH SOLDIERS’. SEDER AT SEA 


We have just been able to reproduce, though a litile 
belatedly, a document which is assuredly worthy of a word 
of reference. It is headed: “ The Festival of Freedom,” 
and it gives the arrangements for the observance of last 
Passover which were made for the Jewish soldiers on a 
troopship steaming east. Particulars are given of the daily 
services. Arrangements are detailed for the “ complete ” 
Seder which, as a result of the helpful co-operation of the 
responsible ship's officers, was held in the Warrant Officers’ 
Mess, and which was carried out by one Jewish officer 
and ten Jewish non-commissioned officers and men. ~ Late 
passes” were granted to Jewish personnel. And for those 
who wished to abstain from bread during the entire 
festival provision was made for an emergency supply of 
matzot, “to be baked by the ship's baker.” thoughert@was 
“fully realised that it may not be possible under present 
circumstances for such abstention to be practised.” 


PRIDE—EVEN UNTO DEATH 


Surety we have in this a vivid testimony to:the broad- 
mindedness and the kindly consideration always shown by 
the British Army to Jewish soldiers—-as evidenced, e.g., in 
the leave granted on Jewish holy days-—and of course to 
those of other denominations, too. If one wants to under- 
stand the gulf which separates Britain from some other 
countries in this respect one has only to compare these 
qualities with the attitude of the men of Vichy who have 
just dented Jews the right to commissioned and non-com- 
missioned rank in the French Army. They light up in a 
flash the human principles for which this country is now 
fighting. And they are some of the: things which make 
British Jews very, very proud of their British citizenship, 
and very, very proud to serve Britain even unto the utter- 
most sacrifice of all. 


NAZIS TURN ON THE SCREW ‘ 

THe Nazis are taking down the dusty old = anti- 
Communist propaganda from the pigeon-holes where they 
have been kept in readiness for the latest turn of the war. 
and a great drive has simultaneously been launched against 
the Jews in Germany and the German-occupied countries. 
“Evidence” ts being sought of alleged ‘Jewish co-operation 
with the new-old enemy, Russia, and, as this ts quite easily 
manufactured by nimble Nazi fingers experienced in all 
forms of forgeries, it will no doubt be shortly published in 
company with that evidence against others alread, 
foreshadowed Jews are being expelled from frontier 
zones, or arrested in large numbefs on charges of pro- 
Communist activity. On Monday the B.B.C. announced 
that 500 “Jewish Communists ~ in  Rumania— apparent) 
vouched for as such by the restrained and meticulously, 
careful Gestapo-—had been taken out» and shot. All this 
is in pursuit of the campaign of the White-robed angels of 
Nazism to save the world from. the : wickedness of 
Bolshevism. The Jews are being harried and slain just to 
prove that Bolshevism is Jew-made gnd should therefore 
be extirpated. It constitutes a grim new turn of the Jew- 
torture screw, a fresh addition to the Jew’s toll of war- 


suffering, though not without an equally grim irony of its 
own. 


But there is also a possible source of consolation to be 
found in it. Is it not possible, even likely, that this new 
bout of savagery is an expression of Nazi fear about the 
spirit of the subdued peoples, and an attempt, while creating 
“terror discipline” at the same time, to place the 
responsibility for their sufferings on the always handy Jews? 
Rumanians, fretting painfully in the rdéle of Hitler's enforced 
collaborator, starving under the shining blessings of the 
“New Order,” and unwilling to shed their blood and 
honour, for the promise of a restored Bessarabia, may well 
be in need of a strong narcotic. One can only hope that 
they still have enough courage and resolution left to refuse 
it in the form of 500 murdered Jewish innocents.

DAWN OF STATESMANSHIP ? 


Bur a word must be offered at this juncture in appreciation 
of the admirable qualities of moderation and reasonable- 
ness which characterise the letter of Mr. Linton, writing 
as he does officially representing one of the parties in the 
matter. Herein lies great hope, not only of achieving that 
“ re-unity ” which is so very, very necessary for Zionism’s 
sake, but also of obtaining in fullest measure the fruits 
which that “re-unity can be made to yield. Contribu- 
tions in the tone and spirit of Mr. Linton’s bespeak that 
spirit of true statesmanship which we have previously 
invoked in this question. This spirit must assert itself over 
the queroulous petulance of those small, insignificant, but 
very vocal, individuals whose personal and partisan spite- 
fulness has too long been allowed to drag out this 
unfortunate dispute, 


GOOD INTENTIONS 


COMMENTING recently On a broadcast by the Rev. W. W. 
Simpson on Jewish-Gentile relationships, we repeated— 
because it is still unfortunately necessary—the age-long 
Jewish complaint against the tarring of all Jews with the 
sins of individuals among them, and pointed out that the 
effects of this “ vicious old fallacy ~ are aggravated by the 
practice of singling out the offenders’ Jewishness in the 


press or the law.courts.. “The habit of dragging into.a_ 


criminal prosecution the totally irrelevant facts of the 
defendants’ race or creed.” we said, “only feeds ill-will 
against a multitude of people, and is therefore essentially 
unfair.” In this connection we referred to an article by 
“ Cassandra” in the Dany Mirror, in which that distin- 
guished journalist, out of the very best of motives, charged 
a number of Jews—not large—with “running a_ black- 
guardly food racket.” The writer went on to flay the 
racketeers and to contend, only too correctly, that by the 
notoriety they achieve they bring discredit on the whole of 
their people. As a strong and proven opponent of Jew- 
persecutors, he believed it was a pity that a few jackals 
should hand such a powerful argument to the enemies of 
Jews and thus besmirch the whole of Jewry. These forth- 
right remarks we commended. But we felt that m 
dragging into the general press, even for an admirable 
purpose, the question of the race of the Jewish culprits, 
he was domg just what thoughtless or malevolent people 
do tor far less creditable reasons. We suggested that he 
was helping—of course, quite unintentionall)—to bring 
about the very eflects upon the whole Jewish Community 
which he so vigorously deplores. 


A MATTER OF LOGIC AND FAIRNESS 


IN his causerie last Monday, “ Cassandra” returned to 
the subject. What. he asked, were they then to do? 
Print the crimes of Gentiles in the millions of copies of 
the national press and allow Jewish offenders to be 
publicised only in the “relatively tiny” circulations of 
their Own papers’? We certainly never suggested anything 
so absurd. Prosecutions of Jews, provided they are not 
given a prominence utterly” disproportionate . to . their 
volume must no more be ignored than are those in- which 
non-Jews are concerned. But when, in addition to that 
publicity, the Jewish delinquents are then brought up in 
the press for castigation and reproof as Jews. the 
illogical process of dragging questions of race or faith into 
a criminal prosecution is clearly in evidence, and the 
writer, even with the best will in the world, plays into the 
hands of those who seek to develop prejudice against Jews 
by circulating the wholly false proposition that Jews are 
disproportionately criminal. 


It is Our contention that race or creed should——-except on 
rare Occasions when they are specifically relevant-—have 
nothing whatever to do with legal processes and should, in 
the interests of that incomparable thing, British Justice, 
never be imported into them. When that vital divoree is 
ignored every lawyer anxious for a conviction is unfairly 
tempted to appeal to whatever latent prejudice may exist 
m a jury or on the bench-—-as we. saw in a very recent 
case. It is no answer to say that, after all, thé moment 
the names of Jewish culprits are mentioned their race is 
apparent. That is no reason why this unavoidable 
necessity should be followed up by a further stressing of 
creed, however benevolently intentidned in the public press. 
Such a course, however honourably taken, only doubles the 
danger, and we repeat our suggestion that the Jewishness 
of offenders should be left to the responsible Jewish Press 
and leaders. That Jews themselves are taking steps to 
deaf with them, through the T. A. C., “ Cassandra’ 


himself, whose kindly purposes we wholeheartedly 
acknowledge, freely admits.

This 
year, they were reminded, the acreage of crops to be 
reaped has been largely increased, while the man- and 
woman-power has seriously diminished. Here is a grand 
opportunity for young Jews and Jewesses not only to 
perform a great national service on the vital food front, 
but to enjoy a fine and healthful holiday too. Volunteers 
will be paid for their work, at’ the rate fixed -by the 
Agricultural Wages Board.

NATIONAL COUNCIL FOR JEWISH 
RELIGIOUS EDUCATION 


Isolated Children to be Rebilleted 


[COMMUNICATED] 


The Chief Rabbi presided at a mecting of the Executive of 
the National Counci! for Jewish Religious Education on Wednes- 
day of last weck. He reported on the negotiations with the 
Joint Emergency Commitice, This body had so far not agreed 
to any form of religious ‘supervision of Jewish Religious 
Education. It was decided to reply to the Committee's ——_ 
tions, stressing that only an assurance that the ruling of the 
Chief Rabbinate in religious matters would be respected could 
be regarded as a satisfactory guarantee. Once this principle 
was recognised, the way would be paved tor the full co-opera- 
tion of all interested bodies including the National Council. | 

Reports were received on the plans of the Religious Teaching 
Special Committee cstablished by the Refugee Children’s 
movement. While it was agreed that refugee children should 
join existing classes, it was felt that two problems, the 
rebilleting of isolated children and the provision of local club 
premises,. were urgent questions affecting” all the evacuated 
Jewish children, and especially the refugees who had no parents 
or relatives in the country 

representative of the National Council had been received 
by the Ministry of Health to discuss. these matters. The 
Ministry has agreed to the following procedure: The National 
Council will prepare a list of Jewish children evacuated in small 
numbers to isolated districts, and who are without any religious 
contacts, together with suggestions for their transfer to areas 
where these facilities are available. Although the’ general 
principle is against any change of billets, the authorities are 
prepared to consider sympathetically the rebilleting of Jewish 
children deprived of religious education. Friends and relatives 
of children placed in these circumstances are asked to com- 
municate with the Hon. Secretary at 86, Amhurst Park, London, 
N.16, giving full. details of the cases coming within this cafe- 
gory, and, if possible, suggestions for rebilleting the children 
in suitable rural areas where accommodation could be found 
near a Jewish centre. 

The Ministry is also prepared io support the renting of 
suitable premises to be used as club rooms, in those areas 
where the clubs would be bencticial to the welfare of evacuees. 

Ihe Executive felt that this proposal presented vast possi- 
bilities for reconstituting the Jewish communal life which has 
been so severely shattered @y the dispersal. In order to obviate 
the delays involved in arranging for visiting organssers to tour 
the countryside, it was decided to ask local workers to submit 
suggestions to the National Council. 
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THE PRICE OF DANE-GELD 


IN a lucid, frank, and courageous address last week, 
Mr. Harry Sacer sketched the political history of 
Palestine and the National Home between the two 
wars. The frankness of Mr. Sacner’s address was not 
its least commendable feature. Truly it is no act of 
real friendship for the Allied Cause to hide away 
doubts and disappointments which are liable to rankle 
in the hearts of friends. Nor is any disservice rendered 
to that cause by keeping ever to the front the principles 
which inspire it and which, in the long run, are the 
surest guarantee of its eventual triumph. 

Taking the purely cynical view of the matter, Mr. 
Sacner found one reason for the difference between 
the situation in 1917 and in 1941 in the fact that since 
the earlier date there had been an enormous weakening 
of the Jewish position throughout the world. More- 
over, everybody knew that, whatever happened in 
regard to Palestine or the Jews, the Jews could Qe relied 
upon to fight to the last man against Hitler. On the 
other hand, there was the fear of active or even only 
passive hostility from Arab quarters, and the teeling 
that prudence demanded an accommodating altitude 
towards the potentially unfriendly element. All these 
considerations, the speaker held, were factors in pro- 
ducing the transformation he was dealing with. The 
Jews were in any case friends. The other party, 
though its ultimate interests were no less definitely 
bound up with an Allied victory, had a demonstrated 
nuisance value. Hence the offer of Arab Federation 
and Syrian independence. Hence, Mr. Eden's eloquent 
diplomatic silence about the Jews. 

It must be recognised that there ts at least some tac- 
tual justification for this line of behaviour. Never, and 
nowhere, have Jews sought to extort specific advantages 
from Britain. The Balfour Declaration was given ‘to 
Jews unasked for—though none the less appreciated. 
In Britain’s present war emergency never have the Jews 
for one Moment attempted to bargain or to cash in 
on any proportionately enhanced importance of, their 
friendship. At the outset of the struggle they declared 
their total solidarity with Britain. Again and again 
they have placed at her disposal their lives and their 
all, unconditionally, without terms. In that Attitude 
they have never weakened, and from it they have never 
budged. Can the same be said of the politically active 
Arabs, and not only in lraq where the ex-Muftt 
and his gangster crew have long enjoyed honour and 
hospitality? Can it be said even of the Government 
of Egypt, as Mr. Sacuer reminded us? 

lo refer to these facts, however unpleasant they may 
be, ig,unquestionably in the general interests, for it is 
important for.Britain’s sake that they should be fully 
and widely understood and appreciated. The policy 
of yielding to menaces real or deduced was one of the 
ghastly errors which contributed to the present world 
disaster, The fact that it was pursued with a genuine 
desire to appease made no difference. In Palestine 
matters the attempt—always hopeless—-to placate the 
violent Arab extremists built up the authority of the 
Mufti, who, after being openly denounced in Parlia- 
ment by a Minister in scathing terms, was permitted to 
flee over the border, there to stir up the anti-British 
strife in Trag. While Jews in Palestine pursued the ways 
of civilised conduct,. abstained from violence, obeyed 
the law, and trusted implicitly in British justice and the 
righteousness of their cause to persuade the British 
Government, the reward of this abstention from jungle 
methods was the repeated whittling down and finally 
the abrogation of the Balfour Declaration in response to 
—violence, It was because of the successes which vio- 
lence and bloody force had always been granted in Pales- 
tine that certain Arabs in Itaq schemed and plotted, and 
finally rose im arnts against the British Empire for 
which they have the mixed hatred and contempt which 
devotees of violence feel for those whose will and power 
they doubt. It was in this way that the Palestine problem 
contributed to the Iraq rebellion, and not because of 
any serjous hatred for the Jewish National Home. This 

Dane-geld policy of buying off opposition was doubly 
doomed to failure. For many of those to whom British 

promises dre now made must silently recall the fate 
of the Balfour Declaration, and ask whether they will 

fare any better than the Jews. 

_ Over and beyond all this, however, are the command- 

ing and vital considerations which form the essence, 

the meaning, the basic issue of this whole terrible 
struggle. Why are we fighting, why is the flower of 

Allied manhood being sacrificed, if not to establish 

irrevocably the principle that not force, but right. and 

reason and good faith shall have dominance in human 
affairs? If that high purpose is not achieved the Allies 

— only lose the peace. Honour and harmony between 

nations will continue to wither. New men with a load 


end it. 
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of mischief will assuredly come to prey successfully 
upon political distrust and fear. New suspicions will be 
generated. In due course another disaster will complete 
the ruin of all the hopes we have cherished in these 
agonising years of war. 

Any policy of yielding to violence in any sphere—yes, 
even when it is ranged behind a good case—spells utter 
damnation. All decent Arabs, with whom it is the 
earnest desire of Jews to work out their salvation in 
harmohious collaboration, recognise that there is 
greater blessedness in a free and peaceful world ruled 
by ethical principles and the law of peaceful negotiation 
than in any of the illusory rewards of force-politics. 


JEWISH SOLDIERS’. SEDER AT SEA 


We have just been able to reproduce, though a little 
belatedly, a document which is assuredly worthy of a word 
of reference. It is headed: “ The Festival of Freedom,” 
and it gives the arrangements for the observance of last 
Passover which were made for the Jewish soldiers on a 
troopship steaming east. Particulars are given of the daily 
services. Arrangements are detailed for the “complete ~ 
Seder which, as a result of the helpful co-operation of the 
responsible ship's officers, was held in the Warrant Officers’ 
Mess, and which was carried out by one Jewish officer 
and ten Jewish non-commissioned officers and men. ~“ Late 
passes ” were granted to Jewish personnel. And for those 
who wished to abstain from bread during the entire 
festival provision was made for an emergency supply of 
matzot. “to be baked by the ship's baker.” though-rt@was 
“fully realised that it may not be possible under present 
circumstances for such abstention to be practised.” 


PRIDE—EVEN UNTO DEATH 


Sirtty we have in this a vivid testimony to the broad- 
mindedness and the kindly. consideration always shown by 
the British Army to Jewish soldiers—as evidenced, e.g., in 
the leave granted on Jewish holy days-—and of course to 
those of other denominations, too. If one wants to under- 
stand the gulf which separates Britain from some other 
countries in this respett one has only to compare these 
qualities with the attitude of the men of Vichy who have 
just denied Jews the right to commissioned and non-com- 
missioned rank in the French Army. They light up in a 
flash the human principles for which this country ts now 
fighting. And they are some of the things which make 
British Jews very, very proud of their British citizenship, 
and very, very proud to serve Britain even unto the utter- 
most sacrifice of all, 


NAZIS TURN ON THE SCREW i 

THe Nazis are taking down the dusty old = ant- 
Communist propaganda from the pigeon-holes where they 
have been kept in readiness for the latest turn of the war, 
and a great drive has simultaneously been launched against 
the Jews in Germany and the German-occupied countries. 
“Evidence” is being sought of alleged Jewish co-operation 
with the new-old enemy, Russia, and, as this ts quite easily 
manufactured by nimble Nazi fingers experienced in all 
forms of forgeries, it will no doubt. be shortly published in 
company with that evidence against others already 
foreshadowed. Jews are being expelled from frontier 
zones, or arrested in large numbefs on charges of pro- 
Communist activity. On Monday the B.B.C. announced 
that 500 “Jewish Communists in Rumania—apparentl, 
vouched for as such by the restrained and meticulousl\ 
careful Gestapo--had been taken out and shot. All this 
is in pursuit of the campaign of the white-robed angels of 
Nazism to save the world from. the wickedness of 
Bolshevism. The Jews are being harried and slain just to 
prove that Bolshevism is Jew-made gnd should therefore 
be extirpated. It constitutes a grim new turn of the Jew- 
torture screw. a fresh addition to the Jew’s toll of war- 


suffering, though not without an equally grim irony of its 
own, 


But there is also a possible source of consolation to be 
found in it. Is it not possible, even likely, that this new 
bout of savagery is an expression of Nazi fear about the 
spirit of the subdued peoples, and an attempt, while creating 
“terror discipline” at the same time, to place the 
responsibility for their sufferings on the always handy Jews? 
Rumanians, fretting painfully in the rdle of Hitler's enforced 
collaborator, starving under the shining blessings of the 
“New. Order.” and unwilling to shed their blood and 
honour for the promise of a restored Bessarabia, may well 
be in need of a strong narcotic. One can only hope that 
they still have enough courage and resolution left to refuse 
it in the form of 500 murdered Jewish innocents. 


ZIONISTS UNITE! 


A VALUABLE contribution to the efforts for Zionist unity 
~-which for present practical purposes means the return of 
the New Zionists to the Old Zionist Organisation—is pro- 
vided on page 7 in this issue by letters from Mr. Linton 
(Secretary of the Zionist Organisation) and Mr. Fraenkel. 
Both these communications reflect the very deep desire 
which is widespread throughout Jewry to-day that the 


’ breach should be healed. Both would seem to Suggest a 


realistic awareness of the growing——and understandable— 
exasperation amongst all Jews whose care for Zionism is 
greater than for any particular section of Zionists that this 
division in Zionist ranks should be suffered in these days of 
crisis without the most vigorous efforts on both sides to 

No doubt much more remains to be said before 
the truth of the present position can be available in anv- 
thing like detail and the evil ghosts of old antipathies and 
vendettas laid low. 


DAWN OF STATESMANSHIP ? 


Bur a word must be offered at this juncture in appreciation 
of the admirable qualities of moderation and reasonable- 
ness which characterise the letter of Mr. Linton, writing 
as he does officially representing one of the parties in the 
matter. Herein lies great hope, not only of achieving that 
“re-unity ” which is so very, very necessary for Zionism’s 
sake, but also of obtaining in fullest measure the fruits 
which that “re-unity ” can be made to yield. Contribu- 
tions in the tone and spirit of Mr. Linton’s bespeak that 
spirit of true statesmanship which we have previously 
invoked in this question. This spirit must assert itself over 
the queroulous petulance of those small, insignificant, but 
very vocal, individuals whose personal and partisan spite- 
fulness has too long been allowed to drag out this 
unfortunate dispute, 


GOOD INTENTIONS 


COMMENTING recently on a broadcast by the Rev. W. W. 
Simpson on Jewish-Gentile relationships, we repeated— 
because it is still unfortunately necessary—-the age-long 
Jewish complaint against the tarring of all Jews with the 
sins of individuals among them, and pointed out that the 
effects of this “ vicious old fallacy ” are aggravated by the 
practice of singling out the offenders’ Jewishness in the 


press or the law.courts. “ The habit of dragging into.a_ 


criminal prosecution the totally irrelevant facts of the 
defendants’ race or creed.” we said, “only feeds ill-will 
against a multitude of people, and is therefore essentially 
unfair.” In this connection we referred to an article by 
* Cassandra” in the Danwy Mirror, in which that distin- 
guished journalist, out of the very best of motives, charged 
a number of Jews—not large—with “running a_ black- 
guardly food racket.” The writer went on to flay the 
racketeers and to contend, only too correctly, that by the 
notoriety they achieve they bring discredit on the whole of 
their people. As a strong and proven opponent of Jew- 
persecutors, he believed it was a pity that a few jackals 
should hand such a powerful argument to the enemies of 
Jews and thus besmirch the whole of Jewry. These forth- 
right remarks we commended. But we felt that m 
dragging into the general press, even for an admirable 
purpose, the question of the race of the Jewash culprits, 
he was doing just what thoughtless or malevolent people 
do for far less creditable reasons. We suggested that he 
was helping—of course, quite unintentionally—to bring 
about the very eflects upon the whole Jewish Community 
which he so vigorously deplores. 


A MATTER OF LOGIC AND FAIRNESS 


IN his causerie last Monday, “ Cassandra” returned to 
the subject. What, he asked, were they then to do? 
Print the crimes of Gentiles in the millions of copies of 
the national. press and allow Jewish offenders to be 
publicised only in the “relatively tiny” circulations of 
their Own papers? We certainly never suggested anything 
so absurd. Prosecutions of Jews, provided they are not 
given a prominence utterly disproportionate to their 
volume must no more be ignored than are those in- which 
non-Jews are concerned. But when, in addition to that 
publicity, the Jewish delinquents are then brought up in 
the press for castigation and reproof as Jews. the 
illogical process of dragging questions of race or faith into 
a criminal prosecution is clearly im evidence, and the 
writer, even with the best will in the world, plays into the 
hands of those who seek to develop prejudice against Jews 
by circulating the wholly false proposition that Jews are 
disproportionately ¢riminal. 

It is Our contention that race or creed should-——except on 
rare occasions when they are specifically relevant-——have 
nothing whatever to do with legal processes and should, in 
the interests of that incomparable thing, British Justice, 
never be imported into them. When that vital divoree is 
ignored every lawyer anxious for a conviction is unfairly 
tempted to appeal to whatever latent prejudice may exist 
in a jury or on the bench—as we saw in a very recent 
case. It Is no answer to say that, after all, thé moment 
the names of Jewish culprits are mentioned their race is 
apparent. That is no reason why this unavoidable 
necessity should be followed up by a further stressing of 
creed, however benevolently intentioned in the public press. 
Such a course, however honourably taken, only doubles the 
danger, and we repeat our suggestion that the Jewishness 
of offenders should be left to the responsible Jewish Press 
and leaders. That Jews themselves are taking steps to 
deaf with them, through the T. A. C., “ Cassandra’ 


himself, whose kindly purposes we wholeheartedly 
acknowledge, freely admits.

NATIONAL COUNCIL FOR JEWISH 
RELIGIOUS EDUCATION 


Isolated Children to be Rebilleted 


[COMMUNICATED] 


The Chief Rabbi presided at a mecting of the Executive of 
the National Council for Jewish Rehgious Education on Wednes- 
day of last weck. He reported on the negotiations with the 
Joint Emergency Committee, This body had so far not agreed 
to any form of religious supervision of Jewish Keligious 
Education. It was decided to reply to the Committee's — 
tions, stressing that only an assurance that the ruling of the 
Chief Rabbinate in religious matters would be respected could 
be regarded as a satisfactory guarantee. Once this principle 
was ‘recognised, the way would be paved for the full co-opera- 
tion of all interested bodies including the National Council. | 

Reports were received on the plans of the Religious Teaching 
Special Committee established by the Refugee Children’s 
movement. While it was agreed that refugee children should 
join existing classes, it was felt that two problems, the 
rebilleting of isolated children and the provision of local club 
premises, were urgent questions affecting” all the evacuated 
Jewish children, and especially the refugees who had no parcnts 
or relatives in the country 

A representative of the National Council had been received 
by the Ministry of Health to discuss these matters. The 
Ministry has agreed to the following procedure: The National 
Council will prepare a list of Jewish children evacuated in small 
numbers to isolated districts, and who are without any religious 
contacts, together with suggestions for their transfer to areas 
where these facilities are available. Although the general 
principle is against any change of billets, the authorities are 
prepared to consider sympathetically the rebilleting of Jewish 
children deprived of religious education. Friends and relatives 
of children placed in these circumstances are asked to com- 
municate with the Hon. Secretary at 86, Amhurst Park, London, 
N.16, giving full details of the cases coming within this cafe- 
gory, and, if possible, suggestions for rebilleting the children 
in suitable rural areas where accommodation could be found 
near a Jewish centre. Ne 

The Ministry is also preparell io support the renting of 
suitable premises to be used as club rooms, m those areas 
where the clubs would be benecticial to the welfare of evacuees. 

Ihe Executive felt that this proposal presented vast possi- 
bilities for reconstituting the Jewish communal hfe which has 
been so severely shattered @y the dispersal. In order to obviate 
the delays involved in arranging for visiting organisers to tour 
the countryside, .it was decided to ask local workers to submit 
suggestions to the National Council. 
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MANCHESTER AND THE DEPUTIES’ 
APPEAL 


Nearly £7,000 Subscribed

The Manchester effort in aid of the Board of Deputies’ 
Appeal is approaching the £7,000 mark—this was announced 
on Sunday afternoon at a function at the Heaton Park 
Synagogue, by Mr. S. H. Steinart, J.P., the Appeal Chairman 

Manchester, and by Mr. Louis M. Glancy (Joint 
reasurer of the Manchester effort). 

Mr. Steinart said that it was essential that Anglo-Jewry make 
the religious provision necessary for 10,000 of their children 
scattered in non-Jewish surroundings all over the country. 
Manchester was aiming at £10,000 towards the £54,000 needed 
for the Board of Deputies’ work in this connection, and the 
Manchester Appeal Committee was now hopeful that, with the 
energetic co-operation of all sections of the Community, that 
figure would be easily topped. 

Mr. Glancy, who stressed that the children must be saved 
for Judaism, expressed appreciation of the kasher canteen 
established at Nelson for evacuated Jewish children. The sum 
of £250 was donated on the spot for the Deputies’ Fund. 

A successful dance in aid of the Appeal was held last week 
at the Ritz Ballroom by the Manchester Union of Jewish 
Literary Socicties. 


PROGRESS AT NELSON EVACUEE CENTRE 


Reporting to a mecting of the Evacuation Co-ordinating 
Committee of the Council of Manchester and Salford Jews last 
week, at which Mr. R. Barrow-Sicree presided, Councillor A. 
Moss said that 45 Jewish children evacuated to Nelson and 
Colne were now attending daily the kasher canteen set up under 
the Committee’s auspices at the Temple Street Methodist Hall, 
Nelson. It was hoped to set up a recreation room for games 
and reading: and also to arrange additional Hebrew lessons 
at the centre. 

In view of the Jewish religious facilities which now existed 
at Nelson, the view was expressed at the meeting that further 
evacuation of Jewish children from Manchester should, as tar 
as possible, be directed to that district.

FOOD OFFENCES DENOUNCED BY 
SHECHITA BOARD 


Licences May be Withdrawn 


Presiding at the monthly meeting of the Manchester Shechita 
Board on Sunday morning, Mr. R. Barrow-Sicree said that he 
was glad to report that an agreement had been reached between 
the Ministry of Food, the Shechita Boards, and the Jewish 
retail butchers of the country. The Shechita fee had been 
increased from Id. to, lid. Eighty per cent. of the revenue 
from this fee would go to the butchers, and the balance of 
20 per cent. to the Shechita Boards. Having regard to the ration- 
ing situation, they in Manchester hoped that this new develop- 
ment would enable them to equalise the finances of their Board: 
Mr. Sicree paid a tribute to the Manchester Jewish butchers, 
who, he said, had been extremely loyal to the Board and ever 
ready to assist in the negotiations. 

Both the retail butchers and the public knew quite well the 
prices of the different kinds of meat, went on Mr. Sicree, and 
the quantity of meat to which each consumer was entitled. He 
appealed to all concerned, both sellers and buyers, to see to it 
that no offences were committed in connection with the sale of 
kasher food, and reminded them that both butcher and con- 
sumer were open to prosecution. A few complaints had been 
made that tocal butchers had been overcharging, and there were 
more complaints about poultry. The Board would give the 
closest impartial scrutiny to allegations made. 

“We are very jealous of the reputation of our licensed 
butchers and poultry dealers,” declared Mr. Sicree, “ and if any 
of them are prosecuted to conviction for an offence under the 
Food Regulations this Board will seriously consider the with- 
drawing of their licence.” 

Mr. |. Wolfson suggested that the Board should take steps to 
bring every Jewish poultry dealer in the Manchester district 
under the licence of the Board. Mr. L. Kirk stressed the great 
amount of anti-Semitism generated in the case of every prosecu- 
tion against a Jewish trader 

Mr. Levy Davis praised the endeavours of Mr. Sicree in pro- 
moting the Nelson evacuee centre, and Mr. Eli Fox for his work 
in establishing the kasher canteen. 


IDENTIFIED BY MAGEN DAVID 


In a recent Manchester blitz the authorities were able to 
identify certain casualties as Jewish, and so to arrange for their 
burial according to Jewish rites, because they happened to have 
on them, at the time of the fatal accident, a smal! round disc 
stamped with a *“ Magen David” and the name of the person 
carrying it. These discs, which cost a penny, can be obtained 
on application to the Manchester Chevra Kadisha, Elizabeth 
Street, Cheetham, 8.

RIVALRIES IN HIGH PLACES 


‘‘Time for Provinces to Speak Out”’ 
A LEEDS CALL FOR UNITY 


[From our Correspondent) 


Presiding at a meeting of the Council of the United 
Hebrew Congregation, Leeds, on Sunday, the President, 
Mr. D. L. Sandelson, said that he viewed with deep concern 
evidence of the disintegrating effect of the war in many 
spheres of Jewish life. These days called for unity and 
command—the close collaboration of their most able and 
experienced leaders to safeguard the future of Anglo-Jewry. 

instead he found Anglo-Jewish efforts weakened almost to the 
point of impotenty through personal feuds and rivalries in high 
places. The time had come when important provincial Com- 
munities, which in the past had loyally followed the lead given 
by London Jewish Authorities, must speak out on the matter. 
Attempts made in certain quarters to weaken the supreme 
Ecclesiastical Authority of the Chief Rabbinate and Beth Din, 
of London, and lessen the influence of that institution in all 
matters affecting the religious education and guidance of the 
youth, would be stoutly resisted as being a dangerously retro- 
grade step. Equally did they demand from the Chief Rabbinate 
a vigorous lead in a broad policy for the spiritual reconstruction 
of Anglo-Jewry. They trusted the Chief Rabbi not to provoke 
schisms in their midsts, and they called for the complete 
loyalty of Anglo-Jewish leaders in maintaining Traditional 
Judaism as the fundamental basis of their organised religious 
Community. 

Mr. Sandelson’s statement was discussed and it was unani- 
mously resolved that the President be authorised to lend the 
full support of the Community for the promotion of Anglo- 
Jewish unity and the principles which he had enunciated. 

The President tendered the congratulations of the congrega- 
tion to Mr. S. Wolfson on the attainment of his 80th birthday, 
and said that his career was a pattern of the ideal Anglo-Jewish 
citizen. 

Mr. Henry Freedman, Treasurer, said the annual income of 
approximately £8,000 had been reduced by a comparatively 
small amount, a matter on which he congratulated the con- 
gregation: especially in view of the number of members who 
were -now serving in H.M. Forces. 

Mr. J. Gillinson said that as Warden of the Moortown Syna- 
gogue he foreshadowed increased expenditure because of the 
need for further officials owing to the growth of the Com- 
munity. Mr. M. Sclare said the expenditure in the Belgrave 
Street Synagogue could scarcely be justitied in view of the small 
attendances. Mr. J. W. Myers said the sentiments of the 430 
Belgrave Street members could not be ignored. Mr. B, Harrison 
suggested that these problems should engage the attention of the 
Executive and the Council. He objected to the administration 
of the congregation being conducted mainly by honorary officers 
and the Executive, and pressed for more frequent mectings of 
the Council. 

The balance-sheet was adopted, and the President intimated 
that the Council would in future meet on thé first Sunday in each 
month. 


HEBREW AT LEEDS UNIVERSITY 
Assistant Lectureship Agreed To 


The Council and Senate of Leeds University have agreed 


to accept an offer of a sum of money from a number. of 


Jewish residents in Leeds, who are interested in the 
development of Hebrew studies in the University, for the 
purpose of founding an Assistant in Modern 
Hebrew, in the first instance for a pttiod of three years-—— 
the hope being expressed that in the meantime funds may 
be obtained for the establishment of a permanent lecture- 
Ship in Modern Hebrew. A committee has been named to 
nominate a candidate for appointment. 

With. this development the University will institute a Diploma 
in. Hebrew and a Certificate in the Teaching of Hebrew. The 


‘Diploma in Hebrew is designed to meet the requirements of 


those who desire a thorough practical acquaintance with the 
Hebrew language and literature, and the history of the Jewish 
people and their institutions. The course of study will 
normally extend over six terms, and will consist of two lectures 
per week of one hour each, to be given in the University; 
candidates who can show that they possess an adequate know- 
ledge of Hebrew may, with the approval of the Senate, be 
allowed to take the Diploma after attendance at lectures for 
four terms. Part I of the examination for the Diploma will 
be held at the end of the first year, and Part II at the end 
of the second year of the course. 

Candidates who obtain the Diploma may proceed to a third 
year for a Hebrew Teacher's Certificate. This Certificate may 
also be taken, without the Diploma, by candidates who hold 
an academic qualification which is regarded by the Senate as 
Ss to the Diploma. The syllabus for this course 
which will consist of two hours a week for three terms, will 
comprise: (a) more advanced Classical and Modern Hebrew; 
(b) 10 lectures on the general principles of education to bé 
given by the Department of Education of the University; (c) 
about 20 lectures on the methods and history of teaching the 
regular subjects of the Jewish school, to be given by a lecturer 
approved by the University; (d) six months’ practical training, 
under supervision, at a local Jewish school. 


Orthodoxy Will Not Be Endangered 


It is hoped that an outstanding Jewish scholar in Mishnaic, 
Medieval, and Modern Hebrew, history, literature, and philo- 
sophy, may be available for this post. It is also hoped that, 
in connection with the Teacher's Certificate, the twenty 
lectures on the methods and history of teaching the regular 
subjects of the Jewish school will be given by an outstanding 
authority on Jewish education in this country. 

The subject of Hebrew is at many universities associated with 
theological studies. But in the University of Leeds “ Hebrew 
language and literature "’ may be studied in the same way as 
Greek (or Latin, English, German or French) language and 
literature.” This subject will be ?epresented on the staff by the 
Lecturer in Hebrew, the Rev. J. N. Schofield, M.A., B.D., who 
has done much for the development of Hebrew studies in the 
University, and has played a considerable part in the proposed 
institution of an Assistant Lectureship in Modern Hebrew.

form.” sail Alderman Oldershaw. J.P... former Mayor otf 
Maidenhead, presiding at.a town’s meeting, held last week 
under the auspices of the Friendship Committee ol Jews 
and Christians. 

The Town Hall was crowded, many clergymen and town 
councillors attending. In a letter of invitation signed by the 
Rev. R. B. Lunt. Vicar, and by the Rev. G. E. Mees, Super- 
intendent of the Methodist Church, it was pointed out that 
“the evacuation has presented us with opportunities, as well 
as problems. Such an opportunity presents itself in the fact 
that we have in Maidenhead a number of Jewish cvacuces .. . 
and we should explore the possibilities for good which he in 
the promotion of a better understanding between ourselves and 
our guests. The Jewish and Christian Communities can make 
a joint contribution to the general well-being at the present 
time. The Friendship Committee, which has been formed, will 
endeavour to deal with such difficulties as may be brought to 
its attention, and will also attempt to promote understanding, 
fellowship. and co-operation.” 

“We in this country.” Alderman Oldershaw stated, “ now 
understand that persecution is not the sport which some people 
think it to be. All my life [I have had the very happiest 
relations with Jewish friends of sterling value. And 1 say that 
as. all Jews are not profiteers, so all Christians are not 
persecutors.” Alderman Oldershaw read a warm message of 
support from the Mayor and Church leaders. 

The Rev. W. W. Simpson said that both Nazidom and Com- 
munism persecuted religion, and in this hour Jews and Christians 
realised that they owed a loyalty to a power higher than the 
Siate. It had been proved to be a dread mistake to believe 
that Nazidom was anti-Jewish alone. It was the synthesis of 
anti-God, and the co-operation and friendship of Jew and 
Christian would bring about its utter defeat. 


Co-operating For a New World’ .~ 


Dr. Israel Feldman stressed the point that the Jews were the 
People of the Book. They had given it tO the world. It was 
their mission to maintain it. He had seen Jews in air attacks 
think only of the Sefer Torah, the written Bible. It was thei: 
all.’ On that basis Jews and Christians could co-operate and 
bring about a new world. 

Mr. H. A. Goodman, on behalf of the Maidenhead Hebrew 
Congregation, expressed appreciation to the Vicar, the Rev. R. B. 
Lunt, for his assistance in their communal activities. Jew and 
Christian, he said, had suffered together. The Great Synagogue 
was destroyed on the same night as Westminster Abbey. In 
times of stress Jew and Gentile broke down barriers—each loyal 
to his faith, yet each realising that the Fatherhood of God 
demanded the brotherhood of man. :

ZIONISTS UNITE! 


Address by an Old Zionist 
ATTACK ON THE N.Z.O. AT LEIGESTER 


Mr. Israel Cohen, who addressed a mecting of the Leicester 
Zionist Society last Sunday, spoke of the need for Jewish unity 
in the present critical situation. 

Referring to what he described as the. present clamour for 
Zionist unity, Mr. Cohen declared that the New Zionist 
Organisation owed their present position to a breach of unity 
within the Zionist movement. If they were sincere in their 
desire for a restoration of unity all they had to do was to 
return to the movement and to conform with its constitution 
and regulations. The creation of the so-called “ New Zionist 
Organisation " was an act of insubordination against the Zionist 
Organisation, and for the latter to become reconciled to it would 
be simply placing a premium upon disloyalty. 

Mr. Cohen (who was*formerly General Secretary of the old 
Zionist Organisation) said that he was surprised that a respons- 
ible organ like THe JewtsH Curoniccte should refer to the old 
Zionist Organisation and to the New Zionists as two parties, 
as though they were equal? The New Zionists in Palestine were 
hopelessly divided into two or three sections. There was, he 
said, greater activity and enthusiasm in the Zionist Movement 
in all free countries now than there was before the war, as 
evidenced by the results of the Keren’ Hayesod and the Jewish 
National Fund appeals for money. 

After describing the New Zionist Organisation as “a 
nuisance.” Mr. Cohen concluded that despite the past, they 
would be welcomed back again within the Zionist Movement, 
where they would have freedom to criticise, on condition that 
they were loyal to the decisions of Congress and abandoned thet 
political freelancing, 


CARDIFF’S RELAPSE 
More Communal Squabbling 


[From our Correspondent) 


The healthier tone which seemed to have pervaded the 
Cardiff’ Community in recent weeks-—shown in combined 
efforts to deal with the evacuation of the children—appears 
to be relapsing already into the disturbed state which has 
characterised the patient over a long period. 

Complete lack of unity was demonstrated al a mecting ol 
the Community which was called by the Wardens of the 
Cathedral Road Congregation at the Isaac Samucl Memorial 
Hall on Sunday to report progress on the evacuation scheme 
and to elect ‘officers to conduct the newly acquired hostel at 
Cefn Coed, near Merthyr. Mr. A. Hauser, President of. the 
Cathedral Road Congregation, presided. 

Prot. J. M. Yotley, after describing the contacts which Mi: 
Silver and he had made with local authorities and Jewish 
Communities, said that the Hostel Scheme, operating unde: 
the Habonim system and with the co-operation of the South 
Wales clergy, would crown the success of their cflorts. The 
stage was now set to establish a constitutionally elected body 
to carry on the work 

Rabbi M. E. Rogosnitsky said he deplored the very mention 
of “ Habonim system.” The Rev. H. Jerevitch, alter referring 
to the newly created Jewish Ecclesiastical Union of South Wales 
and Monmouthshire, poo-poohed the idea of the * Habonim 
system “ running the Evacuee Hostel. While, he said, they 
were prepared to accept co-operation from Habonim tgey-—the 
clergy of South Wales—would “not allow any other group to 
dictate their line of action other than in a strictly Orthodox 
fashion.” The Rev. Maurice Unterman took a similar stand. 

There followed a number of heated remarks,.which included 
insults follewed by apologies. 

Protessor Yotley and Miss Eva Zucker, the Menahel of the 
Cardiff Habonim, expressed resentment at the recrimination and 
at the attacks on Habonim. “ For 30 years,” satd Miss Zuckei 
(who is the daughter of the Rev. A. Zucker), “ those who 
attack us have ministered to the Community—vet when the 
Habonim Group was formed only 18 months ago there were 
scores of Jewish boys and girls who did not know Hebrew 
and who do now.” Dr. Yofley said that the clergy confessed 
that there were 400 to SOO Jewish children in South Wales 
living in a non-Jewish atmosphere. Yet for 18 months they 
had remained quiet and indifferent. Suddenly—an alarm was 
sounded from London: a number of “ hush-hush ” meetings 
were convened wi places unconnected with religious work, 
culminating in the establishment of yet another body—the 
Jewish Ecclesiastical Union. Where had they been up to now 
and why have they only now arisen from their shimbers to 
attack the good work done by Habonim? Mrs. Eli Reuben 
and Mr. Joe Goldman also spoke 

The meeting developed into a battle of chaotic recrimination. 
Alter the Rav and the clergy left to attend a wedding, Dr. 
Yotley, who was now in the chair, was asked by a questione! 
“ What is the net result of the meeting?” He replied, with 
disappointment, Nothing.” 


Presentation to Professor Yoffey 


*Even a meeting convened to make a presentation to Professor 
J. M. Yoffey on his departure from Cardiff developed inte 
arguments over education and the old amalgamation question. 

Mr. Henry Silver, who presided at the meeting, which was 
held at the Isaac Samuel Memorial Hall on Sunday. in 
presenting a silver Kiddush cup to Dr. Yoffey, spoke of his 
zeal in the ollice of Treasurer. The Rev. H. Jerevitch and 
Messrs. B. Jacobs, E. Reuben, Harris, and J. Goldman 
paid tributes to him for his work at the Synagogue and in 
other spheres. 

Dr. Yofley said he was very sorry to leave Cardiff just when 
he was beginning to understand its problems. On the questidn 
of amalgamating the two congregations, he said he was not 
so much interested in the matter of a united Shechita Board, 
or one cemetery, or even removing the debts of the two con- 
gregations. His idea of amalgamation was for the benefit of 
Jewish education, Jewish life, Jewish Culture: all the other things 
would follow, as sure as the day followed night. With good- 
will and sincerity on both sides he thought the matter could 
be settled without a lot of delay, and a living amalgamation 
achieved. 

The Rev. H. Jerevitch said that as Dr. Yoffey had been with 
them only a few months, he had no right to criticise the 
administration of Hebrew education there. Those who had 
read THe Jewish CuronicLe recently, went on the Minister, 
would have noticed that he, too, had a plan for amalgamation, 
a plan which, so far, he had not divulged to anyone, but he 
promised that the Cardiff Community will definitely be united.

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GLASGOW APPROVES EDUCATION 
SCHEME 


Communities Must Co-operate 
“PARISH PUMP ” MINDS CRITICISED 
[From our Correspondent) 


Representatives of the Glasgow Jewish Education Board 
and the local Jewish Representative Council at a meeting 
last week passed a resolution strongly recommending that 
the Glasgow Community should approve, in principle, of 
the proposed plan for the reorganisation of Jewish Educa- 
tion, and that they should affiliate to the Joint Emergency 
Committee and elect representatives. There were two dis- 
sentients. Dr. Nathan Morris, of London, explained the 
scheme, both from a local and a national standpoint, to the 
meeting, which was held under the auspices of the Jewish 
Education Board, with Mr. L. Daets, J.P.. presiding. 

Dr. Morris said there seemed to be little chance to-day of 
the small community surviving unless steps were taken to get 
rid of that pitiable parochialism which had sterilised their 
life for so long. It was not the least use regarding London 
and Glasgow as separate communities. Even if they were 
successful in educational mattefs in one centre, such success 
would be neutralised by failure in another town unless they were 
prepared .to co-operate. 

Was it possible for Jewish education in this country in its 
present condition to regain the ground which has been lost 
during the war? asked the speaker. The position of the Hebrew 
teacher in the Talmud Torah was steeped in an atmosphere 
of beggary. They had now reached an. acute stage 
in the supply of teachers, and were reaping the results of years 
of .improvidence. Their educational service had been regarded 
in the light of a spiritual Board of Guardians Linless they 
completely reorganised their educational finance they would 
never succeed in any replanning scheme. Outlining how Glasgow 
would tit into the proposed scheme, Dr. Morris said that they 
wanted to work along two parallel lines—central and regional. 
The ideal would be to have Glasgow strongly organised as a 
regional centre, whose tasks would be to look after Jewish 
education not only, in the city itself, but also in the = sur- 
rounding area 

Professor Noah Morris Glasgow. speaking in favour of the

Served Like Scarlet Runners: When quite 
voung and the pods still green, treat them just 
like scarlet runners; trim off the ends and the 
skin down the sides of the pod and cut the pod 
and beans into thin shreds. Cook im boiling 
salted water till tender and serve hot, or cold 
as a salad. If the latter, dress with french 
dressing, to which you have added some finely 
chopped spring onion, and top with some 
chopped parsicy. 1f you serve this with a good 
sprinkling of grated cheese on cach helping, 
and eat it with “ national “ bread and butter, 
you have a well-balanced light meal 

Vegetable Sausages: Rub through a sieve 
sufficient cooked broad beans and green peas 
to make { pt. purée. Mix this with } break- 
fastcup bread crumbs and season with salt, 
pepper, and sage. Add a little finely chopped 
parsley and bind with an egg. (A prepared 
dried one will do.) With floured hands torm 
into small sausages, brush with milk, roll im 
crumbs. and fry a golden brown These are 
good served with grilled tomatoes and brown 
gravy 


Vegetable Flans 

Make potato or short crust pastry, roll out, 
bake blind in a greased flan ring .or a deep 
sandwich tin. Fill with your vegetable mixture 
and return to oven to heat through, and tightly 
brown. These flans are a good way to use up 
oddments of left-over vegetables Hicre. are 
MDC suggested fillines: 

(1) Spinach: Three-parts fill the pastry Case 
with well-drained. chopped. or sieved spmach 
Cover with a laver of rather thick winte sauce, 
sprinkle with grated cheese and brown crumbs, 
dot with margarine and brown in a hot oven, 

(2) Mixed Vegetables: Lise any cooked vege 
tables. available, peas, beans, carrots, turnips, 
Potatoes, spring ctc Cut into dice 
where necessary and add just sullicient sauce 
to bind A plain white sauce can be used, of 
if vou want something piquant for a change, 
add some chopped capers and a littl caper 
vinegar. Uf vou have not much milk to spare 
when making your sauce use { vegetable wate! 
and 4 mulk 

(3) Cauliflower: Break up cauliflower into 
flowercts and cut up the stalk, mux with white 
sauce, hill pastry case, sprinkle iiberally wath 
grated cheese, dot with margarine Gt avaiabic), 
and Drown im a quick oven 


Casserole of Vegetables 


Seave this as a course by itself. and vary 
Veuctables according to what available 

Young <artoits and turnips, broad beans, 
spring onions, New Potlalocs, 
asparagus stalks make a delmious 
Prepare and cut up where necessary. Put in a 
casscrole with a shredded lettuce (or, i vou 
prefer mu. just use the outside leaves of two or 
three and reserve the hearts tor salad), and, al 
avaiable, one ofr two skinned and sheed 
tomatoes Season the layers with salt and 
pepper ahd sprinkle with chopped mint and 
parsley Pour in sufficient stock or water to 
come halt-way up the casserole.

HERE have often been made general 
accusations against women in authority

Are women more difficult to work tor 
than men, and ts the woman placed in a 
position of authority over her fcllow-women 
inevitably a taskmaster, exacting in her 
demands and sadistically delighting to dis- 
comfit and humiliate those working under 
her direction’ It ts very easy to generalise 
fram particular instances that come to heht. 
[here are, of course, a number of women 
whose characters are not strong enough to 
withstand the temptations to “boss that 
arse an power But 
obviously the same can be said of men. 
Ihe conditions brought about by such an 
unprecedented upheaval social lite as 


that caused bv the present 


accession to 


total war are 
bound to throw to the surface some undesir- 
ables. and for some time valuable elements 
mas tend to become choked and hidden.

To-day, a completely changed outlook has 
been demanded of women, and thev have been 
deliberately asked to leave their homes and 
go oul to work, by day and by night, in ci- 
cumstances and conditions of risk and peril, 
and to undertake duties that have hitherto been 
deemed unsuitable to then sex. A new epoch 
ms therctore dawning in which*women through 
hard war necessity, have to play a part as 
important as that of men, to share bodily 
fatigue and discomfort, and perhaps accept 
sudden and violent death, with cheerful 
courage in the knowledge that their participa- 
tion is demanded in a war-tor the principles 
they hold dearer than life itself. In that new 
world the woman boss will have to find a 
permanent place, and her authority will have 
to be accepted as is that of all good leaders, 
with loyal. co-operation and willing service 
Any mistaken attempt to undermine the leader- 
ship of the efficient woman is contrary to the 
best interests of the national effort.

MOSES AND STALIN 

Much has been said, especially by anti- 
Semites, on the question of Jews and 
Bolshevism—in fact, the canard, among 
others, that Jews “ control’ Soviet Russia 
is part of the very warp and woof of anti- 
Semitic stuff and nonsense. The entry of 
Russia into the war recalls to me the quiet 
stories | myself heard in that country some 
years ago of Stalin's cold eye-—-to put tt 
gently—-towards Jews in high places in the 
Soviet hierarchy.

JOBS FOR ALIEN DOCTORS 


The employment of friendly alien doctors in Britain is to be 
accelerated as the result of a deputation to the Minister of 
Health. The deputation was headed by Sir Henry Morris-Jones, 
M.P., and included Sir Herbert Emerson, High Commissioner 
for Refugees, Dr. Somerville Hastings, Professor A. V. Hill, 
M.P., Professor M. Greenwood, and Miss Bertha Bracey. 

The deputation suggested an alteration of procedure so that 
eS of friendly alien doctors with the General Medical 
Council could take place before their employment. 

Promising to consider the suggestion, Mr. Ernest Brown 
said that acceleration had already taken place,.and that nearly 
300 alien doctors were now employed in this country. 

The position now is that every friendly alien doctor will be 
allowed to follow his profession in a hospital in Britain as long 
as he satisfies the Home Office on security grounds and the 
medical authorities on professional qualifications. 


16,000 INTERNEES RELEASED 


Of the 27,000 Germans and Austrians sent to internment 
camps a year ago, 5,000 were sent to Canada and Australia. Of 
the 22,000 interned in Britain and the Isle of Man, some 15,600 
have now been released, and releases are still being made. 

These figures are given by the Manchester GUARDIAN, which 
says that only 579 of those interned in Canada have been 
returned, some only to be put back into internment carfhips in 
Britain. According to a report in Die ZeirunGc, the German 
organ published in London, a party of 62 Australian internees 
are now on their way back to England. 

The MANCHESTER GUARDIAN points out that the release of the 
micrnees overseas can be effected only in England. 

A large number of them were originally transmigrants; many 
of them have all their papers. ready and their quota number has 
been called. But the recent administrative action in the United 
States, with the possibility of even more drastic legislative 
measures, has set up new barricrs against them. The British 
Home Offiec, it suggests, could clear up American misconcep- 
tions about the “ dangerousness ” of these aliens, and could 
also help to change Australian and Canadian public opinion. 

Before the war, it adds, Australia was willing to take 5,000 
immigrants a year. Some of the men in her internment camps 
would be a talented and useful first instalment. 


THE DUNERA SCANDAL 
Prison for N.C.O. 


Acting Regimental Sergeant-Major C. A. Bowles, of the 
Pionecr Corps, was last week sentenced by court martial to be 
reduced to the ranks, imprisoned without hard labour for 12 
months, and dismissed the Service for his part in the scandal 
of the s.s. ‘Dunera, in which alien internees being taken to 
Australia were alleged to have been ill-treated. 

Bowles had pleaded guilty to giving 10s. each to a number 
of sergeants and attempting to induce another sergeant to accept 
10s. He was found not guilty of four charges of stealing and 
five of receiving. 

Sergeant Arthur Helliwell, of the Pioneer Corps, who was 
found not guilty of assaulting two aliens, was reprimanded for 
disobeying a superior officer's order.to provide an alien with 
blankets. and® water. 

Major William Patrick Scott, Pioneer Corps, who com- 
manded the escort in the Dunera, had previously been found 
not guilty on a charge of having improperly addressed the 
troops in the ship. He has now been found guilty of failing to 
ensure that a proper inquiry was made into the treatment of 
aliens on board the Dunera, and has been severely reprimanded.

HOME GUARD GAINS BRITISH 
EMPIRE MEDAL 


Injured by Exploding Bomb 


Volunteer Maurice Stockland. a member of a Golders 
Green Company of the Home Guard, has been awarded 
the British Empire Medal for gallantry. 

Mr. Stockland is one of the few 
Home Guards in London to be decor- 
ated for bravery during an air raid; and 
is the second Jewish Home Guard 
to receive such an award. ' 

While a heavy air raid was in pro- 
gress, an incendiary bomb was dis- 
covered in a dangerous position, and 
although he had been warned that there 
were a number of explosive bombs 
about, Stockland unhesitatingly went 
forward to deal with the fire bomb. He 
ot it safely away, but it exploded and 
e was seriously injured. Since then 
he has been in hospital, but is pro- 
gressing satisfactorily and is eager to 
ect back to his Home Guard duties. 

Mr. Stockland has taken great interest in Jewish communal 
aflairs and was a speaker in the Defence campaign for the 
Jewish Board of Deputies. He is married and has three child- 
ren. His father, Mr. A. Stockland, lives at 346, Camden 
Road, London, N.7.

Jewish Defence 


MR. STUART AND THE B.U.F. 
Ex-Member’s Attack 


The name of Mr. J. R. Smeaton Stuart, the ex-Fascist, 
whose claim for damages against Sir John Anderson and 
his successor as Home Secretary, Mr. Herbert Morrison, for 
alleged wrongful imprisonment under the Defence Regula- 
tions was rejected in the King’s Bench Division last week, 
is already known to Jewish CHRONICLE readers. 

In January a document issued by Mr. Stuart was quoted, in 
which it was claimed, among other things, that certain of the 
more highly-placed Fascist detainees were being given 
preferential treatment. He also alleged that numbers of those 
detained were not, in fact, members of the B.U.F.,. whereas 
numbers of leading B.U.F. officials had been left at large. “* It 
is remarkable,” Mr. Stuart declared, “ that several very im- 
portant officials were mever arrested.” These, according to 
him, included members of the headquarters staff, Parliamentary 
candidates, titled ladies, a knight, an admiral, and a high officer 
who was a member of Mosley’s Directprate of Policy. 

It was stated, in the course of last week's case, that Mr. 
Stuart in 1935 became a paid speaker for the British Union at 
#£3.a week. From 1934-37 he became very well known in Norfolk 
as a British Union member. In 1937 he ceased his association 
with the B.U.F. after quarrelling with those in control. Mr. 
Stuart admitted in cross-examination that when he resigned from 
the British Union he did not cease to believe in the ideals of 
National Socialism. At one time he regommended that members 
of the British Union should be encouraged to get behind the 
scenes of other organisations and thus spread the gospel of 
Fascism. “1 was and still am regarded by persons in control 
(of the B.U.F.)," Mr. Stuart declared, “as a worse enemy of 
the organisation than those who have never joined.” 


TOWARDS JEWISH-CHRISTIAN 
UNDERSTANDING 


Hopelulness about the progress of Jewish-Christian relations 
was expressed by the Rev. W. W. Simpson last week at a lunch- 
hour mecting at the Memorial Hall, Farringdon Street, E.C., of 
the Society of Jews and Christians. _Dr.H. E. Garvie, formerly 
leader of the Free Churches and Principal of New College, 
London, presided. 

faking as his subjeet “ The Dawning of a Brighter Day in 
Jewish-Christuan Relations,” Mr. Simpson claimed that “ the 
forces which are for us are in the long run. far greater than 
those which are against us.” To bring about mutual under- 
Standing was a task which offered tremendous scope, not merely 
to the expert but to the ordinary man. Mr. Simpson spoke of 
the increased tension that existed in some parts of Britain as 
a result of evacuation. But against that he stressed the fact that 
there were indications of the tackling of the problem in a far- 
sighted and sound way. 

One of the most hopelul things happening at the present 
time was that the minds ot leaders of both Communities were 
being brought to bear on present and post-war problems that 
were likely to emerge. There had been considerable concern 
expressed im the Jewish Community recently, said Mr. Simpson, 
about the religious education of child refugees. Those respon- 
sible for the work of the Refugee Children’s Movement were 
doing their best. in co-operation with the responsible committees 
in the Jewish Community, to see that every refugee child had 
the same facilities for rehgious education as were available tor 
British evacuee children and for Jewish children resident in 
districts from which it had not been necessary to cvacuate them. 

Dr. Garvie (who is also Chairman of the British Lessons 
Councrl which provides the Sunday School lessons course for 
the Free Churches) told the meeting that on his initiative the 
Council had given instructions that, in relation to the death 
of Christ, anything in the titles of the lessons and the guides to 
teachers that would excite prejudice against the Jewish Com- 
munity must be avoided. 

Moving a vote of thanks to Mr. Simpson and Dr. Garvie, 
Rabbi Dr. 1. Mattuck said that Mr. Simpson was one of the 
people to whom the hopeful change was in no small measure due,

CAREERS ADVICE 


The question has a of the position of the External 
student tin particular eo Entecmal student of the University of 
London) with reference to the Schedule of Reserved Occupations 
and the National Service Acts, 1939-41. 


Inquiries have elicited information which will be useful, as 


regards procedure, to such students who are in doubt on their 
position when it comes to the question of registering. The 
position of students with regard to calling up for military service 
varies according to individual circumstances. [or instance, 
full-time University students, whether internal Or external, in 
certain technical subjects are eligible to appear before a Univer- 
sity Joint Recruiting Board for consideration of their case, so 
that the best use may be made of their actual or poftntial 
qualifications. 

Part-time students in any subject, if they are within nine 

months of taking an important examination at the time when 
they register for military service, may apply for postponement 
of calling up until they have sat for the examination. Each 
application is decided by a Hardship Committee on its merits, 
and the total period of postponement granted does not exceed 
one year. 
. An External student of London University who is registered 
for an examination and wishes to obtain such stponement 
should make application at the local Mimistry of. Labour office 
when he registers for military service, and should also apply to 
the Principal of the University for’a certification as to his 
Status as an External student. 

Any student who is in doubt about his position at all should 
submit to the Ministry of Labour and National Service, Ebu 
Bridge, House, Ebury Bridge Road, London, S.W.1, full details 
of the course he is pursuing, together with a statement as to 
whether he ts a part-time or full-time student, when the particu- 
lar considerations that would apply in his case can be looked 
into, and he will be informed as to his position under the 
National Service Acts. 


The Board of Education has issued a memorandum in which 
they state they are impressed with the fact that British children 
are much less well informed about the history, life, and achieve- 
ments of the U.S.A. than are American children about the 
history, life, and achicvements of Great Britain. Accordingly, 
the Board are arranging a number of short courses on the 
U.S.A. for teachers in all types of schools. Six such courses, 
each of four or five days’ duration, had already been arranged, 
and will be held in London, Oxford, Newcastle-on-Tyne, Leeds, 
Exeter, and Aberystwyth between July and September.

THE CHIEF RABBIS OF ENGLAND 

1 am sorry that the Very Rev. the Chief Rabbi has repeated 
the assertion of his predecessor by declaring at the mecting of 
the West London Hospital that his office existed in England in 
the days of King John, 700 years ago. There ts not the 
slightest evidence for this assertion. In my “ Jews of Medieval 
England,” pp. 137-139, it is definitely proved that the Presbyter 
Judeorum, who was appointed by King John and his successors, 
was not a Rabbi but a rich layman who served as a State official 
and presided over the Jewish exchequer. The six Presbyters, 
from 1199 to 1290, took no part in the religious life of Jewry. 
Questions of Jewish Law were submitted to the Magistri Legis, 


British Jews could lesson the “ canker” by “ reaching up to 

the highest conception of citizenship": no purpose is achieved 

by such highfalutin murmurs in committee. Mr. Cohen is, 

to my long-standing knowledge, a gentleman and a man of 

honour. But his own particular conduct, by precept or example, 
| is not likely to influence the position one iota. Where he did : 
; hit the nail on the head, however, was when he mentioned the 
extraordinary Press publicity given to any undesirable practices 
on the part of a Jew. The fact remains that Jews are news. But 
just as bad Jews are given the maximum publicity value in the 
Press, good Jews ought to be equally good story value; the con- 
sequent publicity would then tend, to a great extent, to turn the 
balance on the right side. What we need, therefore, is a strong 
publicity section of the Board. I am aware there is a Press 
Committee, but I cannot find that they have been very effective 
in this work. Any mention of meritorious conduct on the part 
of a Jew is invariably glossed over in the Press. Most times he 
is not even mentioned as being a Jew. A Jewish recipicnt of 
honour is forgotten in a day, but a good news story is always 
a good news story, and if one editor misses it there is always 
another who will take it.-—Mr. Frank Woorr, 38, Clissold

Obituary 


MR. DOV MAKHLISS 
Services to Petah-Tikvah 


Our Jerusalem correspondent reports the death recently, at 


the age of 57, of Dov Makhliss, a prominent figure in the public” 


life of Petah-Tikvah, oldest Jewish plantations colony in con- 
temporary Eretz Yisrael. Born at Pinsk, Mr. Makhliss resigned 
from his Government post in the Ministry of Communications 
in Russia in 1908 and went to Palestine with his wife, who 
re-deceased him in 1938. In 1910 he became Secretary of the 
etah-Tikvah Committee, and helped to found the first co-opera- 
tive credit and savings society in the colony. In 1922 he was 
a founder of Kfar Ganim settlement in the vicinity. He was 
Petah-Tikvah's first delegate to Assefat Hanivcharim QWewish 
Elected Assembly). 


HYMAN GILBERT (Liverpool) 


Mr. Hyman Gilbert, who was killed in a recent raid on 
Liverpool, while performing his dyties as fire watcher, was for 
many. years Secretary of ‘the Liverpool Old Hebrew Tontine 
Society. In his younger days he was captain of the Liverpool 
Hebrew Cycling and Social Club, and an officer of the Cyclists’ 
Touring Club. For a number of years he organised the annual 
bicycle parade in aid of the local hospitals. Mr, Gilbert was 
an Old Boy &f the Liverpool Hebrew Schools, and was an 
active member of the Association of Old Boys, of which he 
was honorary Auditor for many years. 

The Liverpool Hebrew Tontine Society, writes the temporary 
Secretary. Mr. H. Henkewich, has lost an indefatigable Secretary 
in the death of Mr. Gilbert, who served the Society for upwards 
of twenty years 


M. PADEREWSKI 


The late M. Ignace Paderewski, famous pianist and first 
Premier of the Polish Republic, who died this week. made 
clear on a number of occasions his opposition to Fascism and 
anti-Semitism. 

Anti-Semitic eleménts in Polish political life made renewed 
efforts to trap him into association with their opinions. This 
eventually led to a strenuous denial by him that he was anti- 
Jewish. 

In a manifesto which M. Paderewski issued in 1937 against 
attempts to introduce totalit#flanism into Poland, he warned 
the country against “ the aggressive trend of her western neigh- 
bour,” against trying to imitate the racial principles con- 
demned by the Catholic religion, and against afly system 
not founded on democracy and freedom for all citizens. The 
manifesto was seized by the police and its publications forbidden. 

Only last week a speaker in London made, on behall of the 
Polish Work Party which M.ePaderewski licaded, a firm stand 
for the rights of Jews. 


THE LATE GERTRUDE LANDA 


Mr. M. J. Landa. husband of the late Gertrude Landa. writes: 


“ People have often asked how we collaborated. Our first play- 
let, “Red ‘Ria, produced as a curtain-raiser to. a Shaw play 
m. the great days of the Gatety Theatre, Manchester, was 
originally written as a sketch by her in the MANcHEeSTER 
GUARDIAN and brought her a personal note of congratulation 
from Mr. C. P. Scott, its famous editor: I drafted the dramatic 
form. Our last published novel, * The Joy-Life’ was written 
by me as a short story in which she saw larger possibilities and 
mapped them out, first as a play. 

“ My. wife's ‘education”® was restricted to the Jews’ Free 
School. She had no classical attainments. But her intuition 
was remarkable. She had written on Ibsen and Strindberg 
lines before she read a word of those authors, or saw any of 
their plays; she was_ impressed with the duality of human 
nature and wrote a shoff story on the theme in the “Outlook ’ 
before | met her—I believe she was hardly out of her teens. 
Her range and her vocabulary were remarkable, and as a con- 
versationalist she wvariably gathered a crowd round her. Ia 
the last war, when she did a lot of hospital and other work, 
and organised a number of charity performances, wounded 
soldiers sat in wonderment to listen. She threw off phrases and 
thoughts which have stuck in the minds of men who have 
recalled them years afterwards. 

When edited the Jewish Worip, 1909-10, she was my 
principal helpmate, and in addition to her * Aunt Naomi’ 
Children’s column, she wrote a woman's page, under the nom- 
de-plume of ‘Sheba.’ which attracted considerable attention. 
In ordinary daily journalism, she was something of a pioneer 
and the inventor of the Ladies’ London Letter in a provincial 
paper, breaking away from the conventional woman's tattle 
and commenting on the leading topics of the day. 

“ She held advanced ideas without hysteria. Ossified con 
ventionalism was a bugbear to her, even conventional picty, 
but she had reverence for tradition and no leanings to Reform 
or Liberal Judaism. She was a good speaker, and but for her 
health, whith unfortunately began to decline some years ago, 
would have been a Parliamentary candidate. In political 
circles she was held in high esteem, as letters since her death 
have generously testified. 


* With a full sense of responsibility as a literary critic and 


risking the charge that I cannot forget I have suddenly been 
left a widower, I affirm that she has claims to be considered 
the ablest woman writer Anglo-Jewry has produced. I dis- 
parage none of them. As a reviewer and lecturer I have, I 
think, paid tribute to virtually all, and I have grounds for saying 
that, as a life-long student, I have acquaintance with the work 
of far more Jews and Jewesses who have been writers than are 
suspected to exist, 

“ Mrs. Landa transcended them all in her understanding of 
Jewish women and her lofty concept of Jewish womanhood. 
She wrote a beautiful essay on the subject, in which she took a 
very determined stand against hide-bound views which she 
was horrified to find even among Jewish people. I remember 
an occasion when after her lecture on the topic, she was assailed 
with the citation Of the morning prayer collect for men express- 
ing thanks that they were not made women. Without pro- 
fessing to be entirely satisfied with the prayer she confounded 
her critics completely witik the quiet answer, *‘ Why all this 
fuss? It seems to me the men are expressing gratitude for 
| let off so lightly.’ 

“1 dare say—leaving living writers out—I shall be accused, 
at least, of overlooking Amy Levy and Grace Aguilar. I am 
among those who have always refused to subscribe to the 
exaggerated praise bestowed on Amy Levy. She was a poctess 
and Mrs. Landa was not, although a little philosophical verse 
she wrote was set to music by a friend. But Amy Levy was 
obsessed by un-Jewish morbidity and had contempt for Jewish- 
ness. Mrs. Landa had not the intense spirituality of Grace 
Aguilar, but she had, in abundance, what Grace Aguilar, whose 
work was impressively sincere and extensive considering her 
early death, had not. Mrs. Landa had wit and humour which 
ag writing flexibility and vivacity as well as charm and

ORTHODOX HEBREW CONGREGATIONS 


. Union Criticises Recently Established Bodies 
(COMMUNICATED] 


A meeting of the Executive Committee of the Union of 
Orthodox ebrew Congregations was held recently. The 
President, Mr. J. S. Stern, presided. 

The Chairman emphasised the growing feeling of dissatisfac- 
tion: in orthodox circles at the manner in which communal 
bodies, which claimed to be of a representative character, had 
been established in recent months. It was stressed that many 
of them were created under the auspices of the Board of 
Deputies, or were to some extent financed by the Board, and 
yet orthodox Jewish opinion was excluded. The meeting decided 
to ask the President of the Board to receive a deputation, con- 
sisting of the Union's representatives on the Board, together 
with the representatives of the Adath Yisroel, to discuss the 
position. 

It was reported that the Rav of the Union, Rabbi Dr. S. 
Schonfeld, had been invited to act as representative on the 
National Council for Religious Education. The Chairman 
promised, qn behalf of the executive, the wholehearted collabora- 
tion of the Union with the National Council. 

A suggestion was made to convene a conference of Metro- 
politan Synagogues in order to consider the retrieving of the 
position of religious education. 

The question of Mikvaot in London was considered. Owine 
to the closing of East London Mikvaot through enemy action 
it was considered that the North London Mikvah should be 
reopened, in addition to the Stamford Hill Mikvah, in whose 
management the Adath Yisroel is co-operating. A sub-committee 
was eames to act as administrators of the Mikvah at Essex 

oad. 

The Secretary, Mr. M. Retter, reported that applications for 
affiliation “had been received from two Synagogues in Man- 
chester, representing some 260 families. A decision was deferred 
until further details were available.

Woman Doctor Awarded George Medal 


A well-known East London Jewish woman doctor is 
among those who last week were awarded the George 
Medal for exceptional bravery in a big London blitz 

She is Dr. annah Billig, whose 
surgery and home are in Cable Street, 
Stepney, E.. where she has carried on 
her practice for the past fourteen years 
(writes a JEWISH CHRONICLE representa- 
tive). 

On the night in question, a bomb 
came crashing down near Dr. Billig’s 
car, the blast throwing her down some 
stairs and breaking her ankle. With 
such a handicap, it required extra- 
Ordinary courage to carry on her duties 
as shelter doctor at a dockside shelter. 
But she strapped up her broken ankle 
and went on with her duties. She left the 
| shelte: to attend to casualties in the 

Street. and for four hours she gave 
treatment to the injured although bombs dropped within 20 
yards of her. 

Dr. Billig, however, was loath to discuss the incident with 
me when [ saw her at her surgery, and she considered it as 
just part of the job of work which she ts doing in helping this 
country m the war. “ It is quite undeserved,” was her modest 
protestation——“ 1 was just doing my duty.” 

Dr. Billig, who was born in London, was formerly medical 
oflicer to the Jewish Day Nursery. She ts attached to the 
Jewish Infant Welfare Centre and has been connected for about 
16 years with the Underwood Street Maternity Home She 
is also associated with the Society for the Protection of Women 
and Girls, and is a member of the Jewish Medical Society and 
of the Friends of the Hebrew University 


Dr. Billie is a sister of the late Lewis Billig, who, tt will 
be recalled. was a Lecturer in Arabic at the Hebrew University 
in Jerusalem. where he went after a distinguished scholastic 
career at Cambridgc, and who was assassinated by an Arab, 
while he was sitting reading in his study, during the troubles 
before the war in Palestine

BRITISH EMPIRE MEDAL FOR 
JE VISH CONSTABLE 
Birmingham Man Honoured 


[From our Correspondent-—BIRMINGHAM] 


The honour of being the first) Birmingham Jewish 
citizen to receive a civilian award for bravery in air raids 
has fallen Special Constable 
Emmanuel Graham, of 428, Monu- 
ment Road. In recognition ot his 
exemplary. conduct and devotion to 
duty he has been awarded the British 
Empire Medal. 

During every atr-raid on the city 
Constable Graham has been on duty 
and rendered valuable service, driving 
his car at times through streets made 
practically impassable by craters, debris, 
and fires, and assisting in rescue work 
and removals from dangerous areas 

The’ official citation states that 
“throughout enemy air-raids he has 
shown courage and determination in 
carrying out duties assigned to him. He has driven regularly 
through the streets while raids were in progress, conveying 
police and rescuers to tncidents where their services were 
required. He has also helped to rescue people trapped = in 
demolished buildings.” 

Mr. Graham joined the Special Constabulary in 1939. and 
soon passed the police-qualifying examination for rendering 
first aid to the injured In a talk with him he told me that, 
apart from his natural desire to play his part to the best of 
his ability in the war, he joined the Force as “a recreation.” 
but he has had so much excitement and “ fun” that he doubts 
whether he will ever resign! He paid a tribute to the comrade- 
ship and gallantry of his fellow special constables and police 
of his division 

He is a member of the Birmingham Hebrew Congregation 
and one of the chief figures in the forming and organisation 
of the Birmingham Jewish Tennis Club.

Rumours are still persistent of a possible new loan by the 
Treasury to finance the war. The general opinion is that any 
fresh loan will be less attractive to the investor than the 3 per 
cent. Savings Bonds which have been “on tap” at the Bank 
of England since last January. 

Good features have been provided by sharp rises in 
Japanese Government bonds, and various Rand developing gold 
shares. Movements in the gold issues are entirely a reflection 
of better sentiment on the Johannesburg exchange. 

Home rails have been attracting a littl more attention. 
The half yearly dividends are expected to be announced on 
July 25. Industrials, while maintaining a good tone, are not 
particularly active at the moment with the exception of Electric 
equipment issues which are well supported. 


RESUMPTION OF DIVIDENDS 


Dividends are being resumed on the deferred ordinary capital 
of Amalgamated Dental Company. The distribution is 5 per 
cent. for the year to December 31 last. No dividend on the 
deferred was paid for 1939 but 5 per cent. was paid for the 
preceding four years. 

Trading during 1940 resulted in a profit of £192,153 against 
£163,668 for 1939. Taxation requires £73,740 against £75,418 
The full 8 per cent. dividend is naturally paid on the Preferred 
ordinary capital.

Mr. Orbach gave a résumé of the work of the T.A.C. 

The T.A.C., he said, had to face two main factors—the 
deliberate or unconscious fifth column work designed to centre 
disaffection upon the Jews with a view to engendering public 
alarm, and the acts of a few ignorant or unconscionable Jews 
which served to give point to the generalities mouthed by the 
fifth columnists. It was with this situation that the T.A.C. had 
to deal. It might be that they had not devised the best policy, 
but he thought that they had made a sincere and couragous 
attempt, within the limits of their terms of reference, and that 
these attempts had been singularly successful. 

The primary purpose of the T.A.C. was the creation of good- 
will between Jews and non-Jews in trade, industry, and 
commerce. They were out to create a body of informed 
opinion so widespread and so effective that it would refuse to 
take any notice of the outpourings of a British Julius Streicher. 
As it was their purpose to create goodwill, the T.A.C. aimed 
to eliminate friction between Jews and non-Jews in trade, 
industry, and commerce.
